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EARNINGS AND HOURS IN MANUFACTURING 
1958 


COMMENTARY 


1. General Trends 


Wages and salaries were generally higher in the 
1958 survey week than they were at the end of 
October a year earlier. In manufacturing as a whole, 
average hourly wages advanced by less than 3 p.c., 
representing gains of 5 cents an hour for men and 
3 cents an hour for women that were somewhat 
below average for recent years. A longer work week 
resulted in proportionately greater increases in 
average weekly wages raising the figures by 3.9 
p.c. to $75.03 for men and of 6.1 p.c. to $41.90 for 
women. In the 12 months, men’s salaries rose by 
3.5 p.c. to $108.34 and women’s salaries by 4.3 p.c. 
to $54.07 in the week ending Oct. 31, 1958. Salaried 
employees as a whole averaged $93.74 in the 1958 
survey week, a 4.2 p.c. advance in the year. 


The proportion of employees classed as sal- 
aried personnel continued to increase, rising from 
23.8 p.c. in 1957 to 24.4 p.c. in the later year. 
Salaried men comprised 23.2 p.c. of those reported 
in 1958 as compared with 22.2 p.c. in the preceding 
year; on the other hand, salaried women accounted 
for 28.7 p.c. of the total, a decline from 29.2 p.c. in 
1957, when the figure showed an unusually sharp 
advance over 1956. The proportion of women among 
the reported wage-earners rose from 21.1 p.c. in 
1957 to 21.7 p.c. in 1958 and among the reported 
salaried staff fell from 27.9 p.c. to 26.9 p.c. 


Contrary to the post-war trend, wage-earners’ 
hours were generally higher than in the preceding 
survey. The average for both sexes rose from 1957 
by 0.6 hours to 41.1 hours, for men by 0.5 hours to 
41.7 and for women, by 1.0 hours to 38.7 hours. 
Little change was reported in the hours of the 
salaried employees; the average for both sexes and 
for men declined slightly, salaried women’s hours 
were unchanged. 


Since 1955 when information on distributions of 
wage-earners by hours worked was last collected, 
the proportion reported as working 40 hours rose 
from 32 p.c. to 38 p.c. for both sexes, from 34 p.c. 
toma0Lp.c. for men, and from 25 p.c. to 31 p.c. for 
women. These gains, which constituted the most 
pronounced changes in the three years, resulted 
mainly from declines in proportions of employees 
working 44 hours or more. 


2. Distributions of Wage-earners 


Salaried employees comprised 24.4 p.c. of the 
Teported staffs in the 1958 survey week, as com- 
pared with 23.8 p.c. in 1957. As shown in Table B, 
the rise in proportion of men classed as salaried 
employees from 22.2 p.c. to 23.2 p.c. was somewhat 


above-average; on the other hand, the proportion of 
women so Classified fell to 28.7 p.c. from 29.2 p.c. 
in 1957, when there had been an above-average 
increase over the 1956 figure of 27.8 p.c. While 
changes in manufacturing operations requiring higher 
proportions of salaried employees undoubtedly 
affected the 1957-1958 comparisons, business 
conditions also had an important effect, particularly 
in reducing numbers of wage-earners. Employment in 
manufacturing was generally at a lower level than 
in the 1957 survey period, despite increased activity 
in some industries, such as sawmills, agricultural 
implement plants, women’s clothing factories, fish 
processing plants and dairies. In the durable goods 
division, where the losses were most pronounced, 
substantial reductions in staffs of male wage- 
earners occurred in transportation equipment, iron 
and steel, non-ferrous metal products and electrical 
apparatus and supplies. Employment for women 
wage-earners also declined in most industries, with 
the largest cut-backs in electrical apparatus and 
Supplies in the durable goods division and in textile 
products in non-durable goods. Although numbers of 
salaried employees declined in several industries, 
the losses that were reported were generally 
smaller, relatively, than those among wage-earners, 
while several industries, particularly in the non- 
durable goods division, reported increased salaried 
staffs, especially of men. Reductions in numbers of 
salaried men were greatest in chemical products 
(where exclusion of some sales personnel that had 
previously been reported contributed to the decline), 
in transportation equipment and in electrical appar- 
atus and supplies. The largest lay-offs of salaried 
women occurred in iron and steel, transportation 
equipment and electrical apparatus and supplies. 


The proportions of salaried employees in 
relation to wage-earners in the various industries 
and areas are generally related to the type and 
scale of operations. Where plants are typically 
small, as in Saskatchewan, proprietors and firm 
members (excluded from the surveys) frequently 
undertake managerial and office duties that in larger 
establishments require substantial staffs. On the 
other hand, large and multiple-plant organizations, 
those in which a high degree of mechanization 
reduce wage-earner requirements, such as petroleum 
refineries, and those requiring many professional 
workers, such as printing and publishing, report 
above-average proportions of salaried personnel. 
Where travelling salesmen and associated office 
workers appear on the plant administration payroll, 
the reported salaried workers are more numerous 
than where separate sales offices are maintained; in 
recent years, the tendency to report separately for

sales personnel, who are consequently excluded 
from the annual survey of manufacturing establish- 
ments, has tended to reduce proportions of salaried 
workers reported in a few industries. The relative 
proportions of salaried and wage-earner personnel 


are also affected by seasonal and market conditions 
and other factors contributing to variations in 
production levels, all of which usually cause 
sharper fluctuations in numbers of wage-earners 
than of salaried employees.

Table C shows that women constituted 21.7 
p.c. of the wage-earners in 1958 as compared with 
21.1 p.c. in the 1957 survey week. Decreased 
activity in several industries employing high propor- 
tions of men and other changes in industrial 
composition of the reported workers contributed to 
this. The rise in proportion of women was fairly 
general, being evident to varying degrees in both 


durable and non-durable goods divisions and in all 
but the two most westerly provinces. Among salaried 
employees, on the other hand, the proportion of 
women declined by one percentage point from 27.9 
p.c. in 1957. The percentage of salaried women was 
lower in all provinces and in all major industries, 
except printing and publishing.

3. Hours of Work 


Wage-earners generally averaged a longer work 
week in the 1958 survey period than they had in 
1957 when many were working short time. Hours 
generally increased from 40.5 to 41.1, men’s hours 
from 41.2 to 41.7 and women’s hours from 37.7 to 
38.7. Most major industries reported somewhat 
longer working time in the 1958 week. The most 
important exception was a decline of 1.2 hours for 
men in non-ferrous metal products, mainly because 
of short time in smelting and refining where men 
averaged 37.9 hours as compared with 40.6 hours in 
1957. In general, the higher hours in 1958 resulted 
from reduced short time and more overtime than in 
1957, together with changes in industrial distri- 
butions of the reported staffs. Other factors also 
contributed, such as a more active week in such 
seasonal industries as fish processing and saw and 
planing mills. 


The distribution of wage-earners by weekly 
hours worked which has been obtained at three-year 
intervals since 1949, indicated a continuation of the 
trend towards a concentration of employees in the 
40-hour group. The proportion of men so classified 
has risen successively from 16 p.c. in 1949 to 27 
Dic. in 1952) 34 p.c..in) 1955 sand:-40ep.c.0 In 1958. 
Among women, the figures were 15 p.c. in 1949, 
Ale pice Ine 19527 925 prea in 1955 andes) pie. an whe 
most recent survey. The proportions of both men and 
women working less than 40 hours have remained 
fairly constant so that reductions in numbers 
working longer hours, particularly in the 44-to-48- 
hour ranges, have been mainly responsible for the 
changes. The most important factor has been the 
shortening of the standard work week, although this 
is modified to some extent by the relative incidence 
of short time and overtime work in the survey weeks. 
For example, non-ferrous metal products in 1958 
recorded an 18 p.c. increase over 1955 in the 
percentage of men working 31-34 hours, largely as a 
result of a short week in smelting and refining. 
Printing and publishing showed a 15 p.c. increase 
in proportions of wage-earners working 35-39 hours 
mainly because many establishments had reduced 
the standard week below the 40 hour week prevailing 
in 1955. Comparative figures for Canada and the 
provinces are given in Table E. 


Hours of salaried employees showed little 
change between the 1957 and 1958 surveys. The 
general average for both sexes fell from 38.6 to 
38.5 hours, for men from 39.0 hours to 38.8, and for 
women were unchanged at 37.6 hours. Variations in 
the major industries and the provinces in no case 
exceeded an hour, except for salaried men in Nova 
Scotia, where above-average reductions in their time 
occurred, mainly in iron and steel plants and 
sawmills. 


Variations in average hours among industries 
and areas and year-to-year changes are affected by 
such factors as (1) the length of the standard work 
week, (2) the number of part-time and casual 
workers and their hours in the survey week, (3) 


amounts of overtime worked, and of time lost 
through absenteeism, labour turnover, lay-offs, 
industrial disputes, etc., (4) differing occupational 
requirements, and (5) varying proportions of men and 
women. Women generally average substantially less 
time than men because their standard work week 
tends to be shorter, relatively small proportions are 
employed in industries where the work week is 
above average, and they have a higher incidence of 
part-time work and of absenteeism. Information on 
hours, as well as on earnings, appears for 1946 and 
later years in Tables 11, 12 and 13, for Canada by 
major industries, for the provinces and, when avail- 
able, for 29 larger urban centres. 


4, Average Wages and Salaries 


Moderate increases occurred in the year in 
average hourly wages, raising the general average 
by 4 cents to $1.65 an hour, men’s average by 5 
cents to $1.80, and women’s average by 3 cents to 
$1.08 an hour at the end of October, 1958. The 
gains, amounting to somewhat less than 3 p.c., were 
rather less than usual in the postwar period, as 
shown in Table D. All major industries participated 
to varying degrees in the advances, with the largest 
increases recorded for men in printing and publish- 
ing (9 cents), and for women in iron and steel and 
electrical apparatus and supplies (6 cents). While 
most industries and areas recorded advances, there 
were several exceptions, arising largely from 
changes in industrial and occupational composition 
of the reported staffs. The lower average hourly 
earnings in Newfoundland and New Brunswick, for 
example, resulted mainly from a more active week 
in the relatively low-paid fish processing industry. 
and reduced operations in such highly-paid indus- 
tries as pulp and paper and transportation equip- 
ment. In addition to changes in industrial distri- 
butions, year-to-year comparisons are affected by 
variations in proportions of employees paid above 
and below the average, in wage rates and bonus 
payments and in amounts of overtime at premium 
rates. 


The generally higher hours resulted in propor- 
tionately larger increases in averages of weekly 
than of hourly wages (3.9 p.c. for men and 6.1 p.c. 
for women). The gains in the year amounted on the 
whole to $2.54 a week for both sexes, $2.82 for men 
and $2.41 for women, raising the average weekly 
pay in the 1958 survey week to $67.85 for all 
wage-earners, $75.03 for men and $41.90 for women. 
Weekly wages were higher than in 1957 in all major 
industries. The only advance of more than $5.00 
occurred in tobacco products, where increases of an 
hour in men’s working time and 8 cents in their 
hourly earnings raised their average weekly earn- 
ings by $5.35 to $76.30 in 1958. The largest gain 
for women, of $3.82 over the 1957 figure, was 
teported in electrical goods, where increases of 
1.3 hours and 6 cents an hour combined to raise 
average weekly earnings to $53.34 a week. Individ- 
ual industries and areas frequently showed fairly 
wide variations in the 1957-1958 comparisons. In 
some cases, short-time was an important factor, as

for example, in shipbuilding and in smelting and 
refining where hours were well below normal in 
1958; on the other hand, some components of the 
leather goods and clothing industries reported a 
more normal week in 1958 than in 1957, when 
short-time work had been prevalent in the survey 
week, 


Salaries averaged $93.74 in the 1958 survey 
week, advancing by $3.82 or 4.2 p.c. over 1957. The 
increase of $3.71 in men’s salaries to $108.34 and 
of $2.23 in women’s pay to $54.07 were somewhat 
below average in the post-war period, as shown in 
Table D Variations from 1957 levels tended to be 
greater in salaries than in wages. Men’s salaries 
ranged from slightly below 1957 averages in tobacco 
precessing and leather products to increases of 
$3.49 and $6.21 a week in rubber goods and chem- 
ical products, respectively. Women’s salaries were 


less than in the preceding survey period only in 
tobacco processing among the major industries, and 
recorded their largest gain of $3.34 a week in 
transportation equipment. While pay increases 
occurred in many instances, changes in industrial 
and sex distributions of the reported staffs since 
1957 frequently had an important influence on the 
comparisons. In a few cases, the exclusion of sales 
offices whose employees had previously been 
reported on plant administration staffs had some 
effect in the smaller industry and area units. A 
fairly general and somewhat higher than average 
increase in proportions of men among salaried 
workers also contributed to the amount of change in 
the general average of salaries. Men’s earnings are 
usually higher than women’s because of occupa- 
tional differences, pay differentials, the lesser 
frequency of part-time work and absenteeism and the 
higher proportion of more experienced workers.

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The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours and Related Series 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women in manufacturing establishments, which 
covers the last week in October, supplies data 
supplementing those collected in the Employment 
Section’s monthly surveys of employment, payrolls 
and manhours. Related information is obtained in 
the census of manufactures conducted by the Industry 
and Merchandising Division and the survey of wage 
rates and hours of labour of the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. Since these 
surveys are designed for different purposes, they 
vary in coverage, content and definitions of terms. 
Following are some explanatory notes or the infor- 
mation contained in the present publication and the 
main differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
in Manufacturing 


General — The annual survey, commenced in 
1946, obtains from establishments separate data on 
earnings and hours of work of men and women classed 
as wage-earners and as salaried employees in one 
week in the autumn of each year. Additional material 
has been collected as follows in the indicated years: 


1. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners by hours worked in the survey week, from 
1946 to 1949, 1952, 1955 and 1958. 


2. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners and salaried employees by earnings in 
the week, in 1950, 1953 and 1956: inter-quartile 
and median earnings are published for Canada 
and the Provinces. 


3. Earnings and hours of general office and clerical 
workers, segregated in 1951, 1954 and 1957, from 
data for administrative, professional, supervisory 
and other salaried employees. 


Coverage — Data are obtained from manufac- 
turing establishments usually employing 15 or more 
persons that are operating in the survey week at 
the end of October. The number of employees for 
whom data are reported usually differs by less than 
1 p.c. from the number reported in manufacturing in 
the corresponding monthly survey of employment and 
payrolls, and comprises almost 90 p.c. of those 
reported by virtually all establishments in the 
annual census of manufactures. 


Establishment reports cover the plant, adminis- 
trative and related employees. Where a firm operates 
in more than one industry or area, separate reports 
are obtained for each operation if separate payroll 
Tecords are maintained. Separately-organized non- 
manufacturing operations, such as sales offices and 
force account construction, are excluded. 


Employees — Establishments are asked to 
furnish material for all full-time, part-time and 
casual employees receiving pay in the survey week, 


except home-workers. Proprietors, firm members, 
pensioners and staffs of separately-organized sales 
offices are excluded. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, shipping and maintenance staffs, and related 
employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
plant administration, as well as general office and 
clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are periodically segregated. 


Hours include full-time, short-time and overtime 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees for 
whom time records are not kept. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay include time, 
piecework, and commission earnings, regularly-paid 
incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime 
earnings and payments to persons absent with pay 
in the survey week. 


Completion of the questionnaire — Establish- 
ments differ to some extent in their classification of 
employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but insufficiently to affect significantly the 
general figures. Somewhat greater difficulty is 
experienced in distinguishing office workers from 
supervisory and professional staffs and there are 
sometimes. differences in allocation of certain 
categories of workers in successive surveys. 
Instances occur where sales personnel previously 
reported in the survey are later excluded as 
separately-organized staffs. Changes in industrial 
classification of individual establishments may be 
made from time to time. While these factors may 
influence the averages in comparatively small 
industry and area units, they rarely affect the 
year-to-year comparisons of the general figures. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-Hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments co-operating in the 
annual survey are included in ‘‘Employment and 
Payrolls’’ and ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’, 
briefly described on the second page of this publi- 
cation. The same general definitions of employees, 
hours, and earnings are used, and the averages for 
manufacturing in the October publications vary

insignificantly from those obtained in the annual 
survey, as indicated below for October, 1958:

Two factors are mainly responsible for existing 
differences between the two series: (1) The monthly 
surveys call for data for the last pay period in the 
month. When this period exceeds a week, the calcu- 
lated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and 
hours may differ from statistics accumulated from 
individual pay records for the annual survey week. 
The effect on the general average is slight, but 
tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas 
where longer pay periods are common, particularly 
if seasonal changes are in process. (2) The monthly 
reports on man-hours and wages relate only to 
wage-earners for whom records of hours are main- 
tained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, 
some pieceworkers and certain others not paid on 
an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 5 p.c. of 
the wage-earners. Comparability with the annual 
data is appreciably affected only in industries such 
as food and beverages, and in areas such as 
Saskatchewan, where records of hours are not 
currently available for fairly substantial proportions 
of wage-earners. In addition to the above-mentioned 
points of difference, such factors as avoidance of 
strike periods in most cases in the annual survey 
and occasional changes in industrial classification 
or in reporting procedures subsequent to publication 
of the monthly statistics, may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two 
surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917, an annual census of manufacturing 
establishments has been taken by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, relating to practically all 
establishments in the industries surveyed and 
obtaining data on employment and payrolls in addi- 
tion to information regarding the physical quantity 
and value of the various products made, materials 


used, cost of fuel and electricity, inventories, etc. 
Data for working proprietors and firm members are 
included but not for sales personnel, workers 
engaged on new construction and, in some cases, 
head office and research staffs, particularly when 
they are located away from the plant. With these 
exceptions, staffs reported as office and supervisory 
employees and as production workers generally 
correspond to salaried employees and wage-earners, 
respectively, as defined in the annual survey of 
earnings and hours. Numbers of men and women, but 
not their payrolls are reported separately. Office 
and supervisory employees are reported on the basis 
of an annual average, and production workers for the 
last pay period of each month and a 12-month 
average calculated. Gross payrolls for the calendar 
year are provided, including year-end and infre- 
quently paid bonuses, which are usually omitted 
from the annual survey covering the last week in 
October. 


Statistics obtained in the census of manufac- 
turing are published in ‘‘General Review of the 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, and in ‘‘The 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, which consist 
of a separate report on each province, and a 
geographical distribution of manufacturing inCanada 
by provinces, counties, cities, etc. 


4. Annual Survey of Wage Rates and Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected from many thousand manufacturing estab- 
lishments information on wage rates of time workers 
and straight-time earnings of piece and other 
incentive workers in representative occupations of a 
non-supervisory nature. Results of the surveys are 
published in the form of weighted averages and 
predominant ranges of rates for typical occupations 
in numerous industries and of index numbers of 
average wage rates, in relatively fine industrial 
detail. Information on average weekly salaries in 
typical office occupations and on standard hours in 
the work week of plant and office employees has 
more recently been obtained. These data are 
included in the annual report, ‘‘Wage Rates and 
Hours of Labour’’, which is published in loose-leaf 
form and later as a bound volume. The monthly 
‘Labour Gazette’’ also publishes information on 
employment, earnings, working conditions and related 
subjects, obtained from a variety of sources, 
including the above-mentioned surveys.

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EARNINGS AND HOURS OF WORK IN MANUFACTURING 


1959 


COMMENTARY 


1. General Trends 


Average wages and salaries continued their 
post-war upward movenient between 1958 and 1959. 
The general averages of weekly earnings in the last 
week in October rose in the year by 5.2 p.c. for 
wage-earners and by 3.6p.c. for salaried employees. 
The increases represented wage gains of 5.6p.c. for 
men and 3.5 p.c. for woinen, while average salaries 
for men advanced by 4.1 p.c. and for women, by 3.1 
p.c. The somewhat higher averages of hours worked 
by wage-earners in the 1959 week resulted in larger 
percentage gains in weekly than in hourly earnings, 
of 4.2 p.c. for both sexes together, 4.4 p.c. for men 
and 2.8 p.c. for women wage-earners. Working time 
of salaried employees showed little or no change in 
the year. 


Percentage distributions of reported employees 
by weekly earnings in $10 intervals to $150 and 
over showed a general shift into the higher pay 
ranges, reflecting widespread advances in wages 
and salaries since such data were last collected in 
1956. Median earnings of wage-earners rose in the 
three years by $7.64 to $71.85 a week, of the men 
by $8.36 to $77.98, and of the women by $3.61 to 
$42.21 in 1959. 


Unlike the pattern in most years since the war, 
the proportions of men and women classed as sal- 
aried employees in 1959 were lower than in the pre- 
ceding year. Salaried workers as a whole formed 
23.6 »p.c. of all employees reported, as compared 
with 24.4 p.c. of the total recorded in 1958. Among 
men, the salaried coiuponent declined from 23.2 p.c. 
in 1958 to 22.3 ».c., and among wonien, froin 28.7 
0.c. to 27.9 p.c. The proportions of women among 
wage-earners increased from 21.7 p.c. in 1958 to 
21.9 0.c. in 1959, and among salaried employees, 
from 26.9 p.c. to 27.5 p.c. 


Clerical and related workers accounted for 53 
p.c. of all salaried employees, 38.2 p.c. of the sal- 
aried men and 92.1 p.c. of the salaried women 
reported in the 1959 survey. In 1957, when this in- 
formation was last obtained, the corresponding office 
worker category included 61.2 p.c. of the salaried 
staff, 48.1 p.c. of the salaried men and 94.9 p.c. of 
the salaried women, The marked differences in pro- 
portions of clerical workers in the successive sur- 
veys resulted largely from changes in allocation of 
employees by respondents in consequence of a more 
precise definition of the category on the 1959 ques- 
tionnaire, although other factors contributed. 


2. Distribution of Employees 


The proportions of reported employees classed 
as salaried workers were lower in 1959 then in 1958 
jin both the durable and non-durable goods divisions 
of manufacturing, although Table B shows that the 
differences were comparatively small in non-dura- 
bles. Changes in market, seasonal and other con- 
ditions contributing to variations in production 
levels and to industrial distributions of reported 
employees affect the proportions of wage-earners 
and salaried personnel. In some cases, changes in 
methods in plants and offices of respondents and 
more precise industrial classifications of establish- 
ments, particularly in the transfer of sales divisions 
from manufacturing, have contributed to the year-to- 
year variations in proportions of salaried workers 
and wage-earners shown in the survey. 


The number of wage-earners reported in 1959 
was substantially larger than in 1958, particularly 
in iron and steel vroducts, where heightened activity 
was reported in several sub-divisions. A few in- 
dustries reported reduced production staffs. The 
most important of these was transportation equip- 
ment, where substantial lay-offs in aircraft and 
parts outweighed gains in motor vehicle nianufactur- 
ing and other component groups. Increased numbers 
of salaried employees were reported in the 1959 
survey in most major divisions but substantial re- 
ductions in salaried workers in transportation equip- 
ment, restricted to aircraft and parts, and much 
smaller declines in certain other industries, such 
as chemical products and electrical apparatus and 
supplies, resulted in an overallreduction in numbers 
of salaried employees and of salaried men in 1959 
as compared with 1958. 


The general percentage of women among wage- 
earners rose slightly from 21.7 p.c. in 1958 to 21.9 
p.c. in 1959. The small gain was associated with 
increased activity in clothing, food and beverages, 
electrical apparatus and supplies and some other 
industries where many women are employed, suf- 
ficient in magnitude to outweigh higher employment 
in iron and steel and other industries staffed mainly 
by men. Among salaried employees, women also 
contributed a higher proportion of the reported 
staffs than in 1958, with an overall increase from 
9629) p.e, in) 1958 to e2Ts5: p.cs min 1959.4 Table h 
shows, however, that they formed a smaller percent- 
age of the salaried workers than in 1957. The in- 
creases in proportions of salaried women over 1958 
were fairly general, reflecting small rises in most 
major industries and areas for which data were 
segregated.

3. Hours of Work 


The average hours of factory wage-earners 
were generally higher than in the 1958 survey week, 
showing small overall increases of less than half an 
hour, which brought the figures to 41.4 hours for 
both sexes, 42.1 hours for men and 38.9 hours for 
women. While most major industries and areas re- 
ported a longer work week, the gains usually a- 
mounted to less than an hour and resulted mainly 
from reductions in short-time work and some in- 
creases in overtime. Changes in the year in indus- 
trial distributions of wage earners also contributed. 


Salaried employees as a whole and salaried 
women averaged the same working time as in 1958 
(38.5 hours for both sexes and 37.6 hours for women), 
while salaried men’s hours increased insignificantly 
from 38.8 hours in 1958 to 38.9 hours in 1959. Va- 
riations in working time between the two survey 
weeks tended, of course, to be greater in small 
industry and area units, but in most cases the dif- 
ferences recorded did not exceed half an hour. 


Tables 19, 20, and 21 provide historical in- 
formation on hours, as well as on earnings, for the 
major industry divisions, the provinces and the 
more important urban areas. Industry and areavari- 
ations in average hours and their year-to year 
changes are influenced by differences in the length 
of the standard work week, the number of part-time 
and casual employees and their working time in the 
survey week, the amounts of overtime worked and of 
time lost through absenteeism, labour-turnover, lay- 
offs and other circumstances, differing occupational 
requirements, and varying proportions of men and 
women. Women generally average fewer hours than 
men because their standard work weeks tend to be 
shorter, small proportions are employed in indus- 
tries where the work week is above average, and 
they have a higher incidence of part-time work and 
of absenteeism. 


4. Wages and Salaries 


Average hourly earnings of wage-earners as a 
whole in the last week of October, 1959, increased 
in the year by 7 cents to $1.72 an hour for both 
sexes, by 8 cents to $1.88 for men, and by 3 cents 
to $1.11 for women. All major industries and most 
component groups recorded advances over 1958 in 
amounts varying up to 16 cents an hour for men in 
wire products and in motor vehicle plants, In the 
industry sub-divisions reporting 1,000 or more 
women wage-earners, the largest increase in the 
year in their average hourly earnings was in pulp 
and paper mills, where a 10-cent rise brought the 
1959 level to $1.33 an hour. Upward pay adjustments, 
changes in industrial distributions and in amounts 
of overtime paid at premium rates were among the 
factors contributing to the year-to-year variations in 
the different industries. 


Average weekly wages were generally higher 
than in 1958 throughout most of the industry and 
area units for which data are published. In manu- 
facturing aS a whole, weekly wages rose by $3.50 to 
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$71.35 in 1959 for both sexes, by $4.17 to $79.20 
for men, and by $1.46 to $43.36 for women. Tables 
A and D show that the gains were proportionately 
greater than in hourly earnings, a result of the 
rather longer average working time in 1959. There 
were a few exceptions to the generally upward 
movement in average weekly earnings, such as the 
small reductions in women’s wages in fish proces- 
sing and in distilled and malt liquors, which re- 
sulted mainly from shorter hours and from changes 
in composition of the work force. 


Average weekly salaries also rose in the year 
by amounts differing by less than 50 cents on the 
whole from the increases received by the wage- 
earners. Earnings of all salaried personnel advanced 
by $3.36 to $97.10 a week, while the gains for 
salaried men and women amounted to $4.44 and 
$1.66, bringing their averages to $112.78 and $55.73, 
respectively, in the 1959 survey week. Gains of 
varying amounts were general throughout the major 
industries and areas, although a few relatively small 
units reported decreases. These usually resulted 
mainly from changes in the industrial and occupa- 
tional compositions of the reported staffs. Such 
changes, aS well as pay adjustments, variations in 
paid overtime and in short time, and some revisions 
in industrial classification of sales and other staffs, 
are among the factors affecting the extent and di- 
rection of year-to-year variations in salary levels. 


5. Clerical and Other Salaried Employees 


Clerical and similar workers in office and plant 
were reported separately from managerial, profes- 
sional, supervisory and other salaried employees 
in 1951, 1954, 1957 and 1959. Experience showed 
that in the earlier years there were inconsistences 
in allocation of employees and a tendency among 
many respondents to classify as office or clerical 
workers certain supervisory, technical and other 
non-clerical staffs. A more precisely worded defini- 
tion for clerical and related workers was therefore 
developped for the 1959 questionnaire, This re- 
sulted in substantial shifts of employees, partic- 
ularly of men, to the residual non-clerical category 
and consequently produced some discontinuity in 
the series. In 1957, 61.2 p.c. of all salaried em- 
ployees, 48.1 p.c. of the salaried men and 94.9 p.c. 
of the salaried women were classed as office and 
related workers corresponding to the present clerical 
worker groups. In 1959, however, the proportions of 
salaried personnel classed as clerical workers fell 
to 53 p.c. of all salaried employees, comprising 
38.2 p.c. of the salaried men and 92.1 p.c. of the 
salaried women. Regardless of changes since 1957 
in total numbers of salaried employees reported, the 
numbers of salaried men classed as clerical workers 
were lower in 1959 in all major industries except 
miscellaneous manufacturing, while the numbers in 
the residual non-clerical groups increased in all 
except chemical products, where removal of some 
large sales divisions from manufacturing affected 
the comparison. A similar but less pronounced shift 


also occurred in the allocation of salaried women. —

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doubtedly accounted for most of the shift but dif- 
ferences in industrial and occupational compositions 
of the reported staffs and other factors also con- 
tributed in some degree to the variations in propor- 
tions of clerical workers between 1959 and earlier 


surveys. 


These circumstances also affected the propor- 
tions of women in the two categories. In 1959, 
women made up 47.7 p.c. of the salaried employees 
classed as clerical workers and 4.6 p.c. of the re- 
sidual group, as compared with 43.3 p.c. of the 
clerical workers and 3.6 p.c. of the non-clerical in 
1956. The relatively small proportion of women 
among the more highly-paid managerial, professional, 
technical and supervisory occupations contributes 
to the pay differentials between men and women 
workers, 
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Between the 1957 and 1959 surveys, as shown 
in Table G, increases in average salaries of both 
the clerical and the non-clerical components were 
much less than for salaried employees as a whole. 
Average salaries of clerical workers were reported 
to have risen by $1.93 to $69.91 for both sexes, by 
$2.96 to $84.04 for men and by $3.64 to $54.44 for 
women. In the same period, salaries of the residual 
group rose by $3.24 to $127.77 a week, of the men 
by $4.07 to $130.54, while the non-clerical women’s 
salaries at $70.70 a week were $1.54 lower than 
was recorded in 1957. In contrast to these com- 
paratively small changes, particularly for men, the 
average earnings of salaried employees as a whole 
rose in the two years by $7.18 for both sexes to- 
gether, by $8.15 for men, and by $3.89 a week for 
women. The much smaller movements in pay levels 
in the component clerical and residual groups re- 
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sulted mainly from shifts of supervisory, profes- 
sional and other workers from the clerical group, 
where their pay was generally well above the aver- 
age, into the more highly-paid managerial, profes- 
sional and other non-clerical category, in which 
their earnings depressed the general average. 
Because of these shifts, which were substantial in 
some industries, comparisons of 1959 earnings for 
the two categories with those from earlier surveys 
are of limited value, although those for the salaried 
groups as a whole are not affected. It is expected 
that the improved definitions and annual collection 
of separate data for the clerical andthe residual 
salaried workers from 1959 will yield more con- 
sistent and representative figures in future. 


6. Distribution of Employees by Weekly Earnings 


Since information was last collected in 1956 on 
distributions of wage-earners and salaried employees 
by amounts earned in the survey week, average 
weekly wages increased by 11.5 p.c. and average 
weekly salaries by 13.9 p.c. in the 1959 survey 
week. As a result, there was a marked shift in the 
three years to the higher ranges of earnings in the 
$10 intervals in which the employees were grouped. 
Generally there was little change in the proportions 
of wage-earners and salaried employees averaging 


less than $20 a week, which groups would be mainly 
restricted to short-time and part-time workers. The 
central ranges in which most of the employees were 
reported all reflected the upward movement. While 
few women were reported in 1959 as earning more 
than $100 a week, some 17 p.c. of the male wage- 
earners and 52 p.c. of the salaried men were so 
classed. Of the latter, 16 p.c. received $150 or more 
as compared with 10 p.c. in 1956. 


The interquartile range of weekly earnings in 
which fell the middle 50 p.c. of the employees had a 
lower limit of $51.84 and an upper limit of $87.92 
for wage-earners in 1959, as compared with $47.10 
and $78.60 a week in 1956. The corresponding 
interquartile range for salaried employees fell be- 
tween $60.75 and $117.73 a week in 1959, and be- 
tween $53.30 and $103.22 a week in the 1956 survey. 
Comparative figures for men and women as well as 
for both sexes together are given in Table F, which 
also shows median earnings in the two survey 
periods, In the three years, median wages increased 
by $7.64 to $71.85 a week for both sexes, by $8.36 
to $77.98 for men, and by $3.61 to $42.21 a week for 
women. In the same period, median salaries ad- 
vanced by $11.08 to $86.73 for both sexes, by 
$12.66 to $101.92 for men, and by $6.46 to $54.97 
for women.

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The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours and Related Series 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women in manufacturing establishments, which 
covers the last week in October, supplies data 
supplementing those collected in the Employment 
Section’s monthly surveys of employment, payrolls 
and manhours. Related information is obtained in 
the census of manufactures conducted by the Industry 
and Merchandising Division and the survey of wage 
rates and hours of labour of the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. Since these 
surveys are designed for different purposes, they 
vary in coverage, content and definitions of terms. 
Following are some explanatory notes on the infor- 
mation contained in the present publication and the 
main differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
in Manufacturing 


General— The annual survey, commenced in 
1946, obtains from establishments separate data on 
earnings andhours of work of men and women classed 
aS wage-earners and as salaried employees in one 
week in the autumn of each year. Additional material 
has been collected as follows in the indicated years: 


1. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners by hours worked in the survey week, from 
1946 to 1949, 1952, 1955 and 1958. 


2. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners and salaried employees by earnings in 
the week, in 1950, 1953, 1956 and 1959; inter- 
quartile and median earnings are published for 
Canada and the Provinces. 


3. Earnings and hours of general office and clerical 
workers, segregated in 1951, 1954, 1957 and 1959 
from data for administrative, professional, super- 
visory and other salaried employees. 


Coverage — Data are obtained from manufactur- 
ing establishments usually employing 15 or more 
persons that are operating in the survey week at 
the end of October. The number of employees for 
whom data are reported usually differs by less than 
1 p.c. from the number reported in manufacturing in 
the corresponding monthly survey of employment and 
payrolls, and comprises almost 90 p.c. of those 
Teported by virtually all establishments in the 
annual census of manufactures. 


Establishment reports cover the plant, adminis- 
trative and related employees. Where a firm operates 
in more than one industry or area, separate reports 
are obtained for each operation if separate payroll 
Tecords are maintained. Separately-organized non- 
manufacturing operations, such as sales offices and 
force account construction, are excluded. 


Employees— Establishments are asked to fur- 
nish material for all full-time, part-time and casual 
employees receiving pay in the survey week, except 


home-workers. Proprietors, firm members, pensioners 
and staffs of separately-organized sales offices are 
excluded. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, Shipping and maintenance staffs, and related 
employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
plant administration, as well as general office and 
clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are periodically segregated. 


flours include full-time, short-time and overtime 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees for whom 
time records are not kept. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay include time, 
piecework, and commission earnings, regularly-paid 
incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime 
earnings and payments to persons absent with pay 
in the survey week.

Completion of the questionnaire — Establish- 
ments differ to some extent in their classification 
of employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but insufficiently to affect significantly the 
general figures. Somewhat greater difficulty is 
experienced in distinguishing office workers from 
supervisory and professional staffs and there are 
sometimes differences in allocation of certain cate- 
gories of workers in Sucessive surveys. Instances 
occur where sales personnel previously reported in 
the survey are later excluded as separately-organized 
staffs. Changes in industrial classification of indi- 
vidual establishments may be made from time to 
time. While these factors may cause variations in 
the averages in comparatively small industry and 
area units, they rarely affect the year-to-year com- 
parisons of the general figures. An exception is the 
change in definition of clerical workers made in 
1959 which resulted in a substantial shift of salaried 
employees from the clerical to the residual or non- 
clerical category. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-Hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments co-operating in the 
annual survey are included in ‘‘Employment and 
Payrolls’’ and ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’, 
briefly described on the second page of this publi- 
cation. The same general definitions of employees,

manufacturing in the October publications vary in- 
significantly from those obtained in the annual 
survey, aS indicated below for October, 1959:

Two factors are mainly responsible for existing 
differences between the two series: (1) The monthly 
surveys call for data for the last pay period in the 
month. When this period exceeds a week, the calcu- 
lated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and 
hours may differ from statistics accumulated from 
individual pay records for the annual survey week. 
The effect on the general average is slight, but 
tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas 
where longer pay periods are common, particularly 
if seasonal changes are in process. (2) The monthly 
reports on man-hours and wages relate only to 
wage-earners for whom records of hours are main- 
tained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, 
some pieceworkers and certain others not paid on 
an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 5 p.c. of 
the wage-earners. Comparability with the annual 
data is appreciably affected only in industries such 
as food and beverages, and in areas such as Saskat- 
chewan, where records of hours are not currently 
available for fairly substantial proportions of wage- 
earners. In addition to the above-mentioned points 
of difference, such factors as avoidance of strike 
periods in most cases in the annual survey and 
occasional changes in industrial classification or 
in reporting procedures subsequent to publication 
of the monthly statistics, may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two 
surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917, an annual census of manufacturing 
establishments has been taken by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, relating to practically all 
establishments in the industries surveyed and 
obtaining data on employment and payrolls in addi- 
tion to information regarding the physical quantity 
and value of the various products made, materials 
used, cost of fuel and electricity, inventories, etc. 


Data for working proprietors and firm members are 
included but not for sales personnel, workers en- 
gaged on new construction and, in some cases, head 
office and research staffs, particularly when they 
are located away from the plant. With these excep- 
tions, staffs reported as office and supervisory 
employees and as production workers generally 
correspond to salaried employees and wage-earners, 
respectively, as defined in the annual survey of 
earnings and hours. Numbers of men and women, but 
not their payrolls are reported separately. Office 
and supervisory employees are reported on the basis 
of an annual average, and production workers for the 
last pay period of each month and a12-month average 
calculated. Gross payrolls for the calendar year are 
provided, including year-end and infrequently paid 
bonuses, which are usually omitted from the annual 
survey covering the last week in October. 


Statistics obtained in the census of manufac- 
turing are published in ‘‘General Review of the 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, and in ‘‘The 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, which consist 
of a Separate report on each province, and a geog- 
raphical distribution of manufacturing in Canada 
by provinces, counties, cities, etc. 


4. Annual Survey of Wage Rates and Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected annually from many thousands of manu- 
facturing establishments information on wage rates 
of time workers and straight time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative occu- 
pations of a non-supervisory nature. Results of the 
survey are published in the form of weighted aver- 
ages and predominant ranges of rates for typical 
occupations in numerous industries and of index 
numbers of average wage rates, in relatively fine 
industrial detail. Information on average weekly 
salaries in typical office occupations and on aver- 
age wage rates in maintenance and service occu- 
pations is published for 52 Canadian communities. 
Data on standard hours of work are also provided for 
most industries. 


This wage and salary information is included 
in the annual report ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a loose- 
leaf table service for the industries and commu- 
nities covered. These tables are later published as 
a bound volume. The monthly Labour Gazette also 
publishes information on employment, earnings, 
working conditions, 
collective agreements and related subjects.

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EARNINGS AND HOURS OF WORK IN MANUFACTURING 
1960 


COMMENTARY 


1. General Trends 


The general average of weekly earnings in man- 
ufacturing in the last week in October, 1960, in- 
creased over the same period in 1959 by 1.5 p.c. for 
wage-earners and by 3.5 p.c. for salaried employees. 
Wage gains were similar for the two sexes while 
salaries were up by 3.2 p.c. for men and 4 p.c. for 
women. Average hourly earnings of wage-earners 
increased by 2.7 p.c. for men and also for women. 
The average work week of wage-earners at 41.0 
hours, was 0.4 hours shorter than in the previous 
survey period, while average hours worked by sal- 
aried employees in manufacturing were almost un- 
changed from 1959. 


The proportion of men and women classed as 
salaried employees in 1960 was higher than in 1959 
and almost the same as in 1958. Salaried workers 
comprised 24.4 p.c. of all employees reported com- 
pared with 23.6 p.c. in 1959; salaried men repre- 
sented 23.1 p.c. compared with 22.3 p.c. in 1959, 
and salaried women constituted 28.7 p.c. compared 
with 27.9 p.c. in 1959. The proportion of women 
among wage-earners and among salaried employees, 
did not change significantly from 1959. 


Clerical and related workers accounted for 52.7 
p.c. of all salaried employees reported, 37.7 p.c. of 
the salaried men and 92.7p.c. of the salaried women. 
In the 1959 survey, this same category included 
53 p.c. of the salaried staff, 38.2 p.c. of the salaried 
men and 92.1 p.c. of the salaried women. 


2. Distribution of Employees 


Salaried workers represented a higher percentage 
of all reported employees in manufacturing as a 
‘ whole in 1960, and in both the durable and non- 
durable goods divisions of manufacturing (see Table 
B). Changes in market conditions were among the 
factors contributing to variations in employment 
levels in manufacturing and to the industrial dis- 
tributions of reported employees, thus affecting the 
proportions of salaried workers and wage-earners. 
Changes in methods in plants and offices of re- 
spondents and changes in industrial classifications 
of establishments also contributed to the year-to- 
year variations in the relative numbers of wage- 
eamers and salaried employees reported in the 
various components of manufacturing. 


The number of wage-earners reported in 1960 
was lower than in the same survey period of 1959, 
particularly in motor vehicles, railroad equipment, 
agricultural implements and electrical apparatus, 
where reduced activity was shown in the 1960 
Survey week. The number of salaried employees 
in 1960 increased moderately from the 1959 survey 


period, principally in the industries producing non- 
durable goods; for example, foods and beverages, 
paper products, printing and publishing, and chem- 
icals. The inclusion of milk bottling and pasteurizing 
plants in manufacturing in 1960 for the first time, 
reduced the apparent magnitude of the decline in 
numbers of wage-earners and added to the increase 
in numbers of salaried workers. 


The percentage of women among wagé-earners 
in manufacturing as a whole was the same as in 1959 
and practically unchanged among wage-earners in 
durable goods manufacturing (see Table E). In the 
non-durable goods group of industries, the proportion 
of women was lower in 1960 partly as a result of the 
relatively greater increases in employment of men 
than of women, Among salaried employees, the 1960 
proportion of women was slightly lower than in 1959 
for manufacturing as a whole, reflecting a mixed 
pattern of gains and declines in major industries. 


3. Hours of Work 


Compared with the 1959 survey week, average 
hours of wage-earners in manufacturing as a whole 
in 1960 were lower by fractions of less than half an 
hour, at 41.0 hours for all wage-earners, 41.7 hours 
for the men and 38.5 hours for the women. Most 
major industries and areas reported a shorter work 
week, mainly as a result of reduced overtime or in 
some cases a larger incidence of short time work. 
Lower employment in industries normally with 
higher than average weekly hours, was also a con- 
tributing factor. 


Average hours worked by all salaried employees 
reported in manufacturing (38.5 hours) and salaried 
women (37.6 hours) were unchanged from 1959, while 
the average for the salaried men at 38.8 hours was 
practically the same as in 1959. In most industries, 
the increase or decrease in working time between 
the two survey periods did not exceed an hour. 


Tables 11. 12 and 13 provide historical infor- 
mation on hours and earnings for the major industry 
divisions, the provinces and some of the larger 
urban areas. Industry and area variations in average 
hours and their year-to-year changes are influenced 
by differences in the length of the standard work 
week, the numbers of part-time and casual employees 
and their working time in the survey week, the 
amounts of overtime and short time worked and of 
time lost through absenteeism, labour turnover, lay- 
offs and other circumstances, differing occupational 
requirements and varying proportions of men and 
women. Women generally average fewer hours than 
men because their standard work week tends to be 
shorter, smaller proportions are employed in indus- 
tries where the work week is longer than average, 
and because they have a higher incidence of part- 
time work and of absenteeism.

4. Wages and Salaries 


In the last week of October, 1960, average 
hourly earnings at $1.77 for wage-earners of both 
sexes increased by 5 cents over the survey period in 
1959. Hourly earnings of the men at $1.93, were also 
5 cents higher and the women earned 3 cents an 
hour more at $1.14. All major industries and most 
sub-divisions had higher average hourly earnings 
than in 1959. The gain of 6 cents an hour for the 
men in dairy products, was enlarged to a gain of 22 
cents an hour by the inclusion of higher-paid male 
wage-earners of milk bottling and pasteurizing 
plants in manufacturing for the first time in 1960. In 
the industries and sub-divisions reporting 1,000 or 
more women wage-earners, the largest increase in 
their average hourly earnings was that of 15 cents 
recorded for glass and glass products, bringing the 
1960 level up to $1.50 an hour for women in that 
industry. Year-to-year variations in different indus- 
tries resulted from such factors as pay adjustments, 
changes in industrial distributions and in amounts 
of overtime at premium rates. 


The higher hourly earnings were reflected in 
higher average weekly wages in the 1960 survey 
week notwithstanding the somewhat shorter average 
work week recorded. In manufacturing as a whole, 
weekly wages rose by $1.04 to $72.39 in 1960 for 
both sexes, by $1.14 to $80.34 for men and by 60 
cents to $43.96 for women. In the major industry 
groups, the highest increase in weekly wages for 
both sexes was in paper products ($3.92), for men in 
the same industry group ($4.39), and for women in 
non-metallic minerals ($3.64). 


Average weekly earnings of salaried employees 
at $100.47 for both sexes, were up $3.37 over 1959. 
Salaried men received $3.63 more and salaried 
women received $2.25 more, bringing their levels of 
weekly earnings up to $116.41 and $57.98 respec- 
tively, in the 1960 survey week. Although the move- 
ment of average weekly salaries was generally 
upward, some relatively smali units reported de- 
creases, mainly as a result of changes in the oc- 
cupational composition of reported staffs. These 
changes, alongwith factors such as pay adjustments, 
variations in paid overtime and in short time work, 
and some revisions in industrial classification of 
sales and other staffs, affected the extent and 
direction of year-to-year variations in salary levels. 


5. Clerical and Other Salaried Employees 


Clerical and similar workers in office and plant 
were reported in 1960 separately from managerial, 
professional, supervisory and other salaried em- 
ployees. Previously data were reported separately 
in 1951, 1954, 1957 and 1959. Some discontinuity in 
the series occurred in 1959 when respondents made 
substantial shifts of employees to the residual, non- 
clerical category as a result of the more precisely 
worded definitions on the questionnaire for that year. 
In 1960, some further changes in allocations were 
made by respondents to these two categories in line 
with the clearer definitions. 


These shifts and factors such as differences in 
industrial and occupational compositions of workers 
for whom data are available, contributed to changes 
in the proportions of salaried personnel classed as 
clerical workers in 1960 compared with earlier years. 
This proportion declined slightly (0.3 p.c.) from 
1959 to 52.7 p.c. in 1960 for both sexes, decreased 
to 37.7 p.c. in 1960 from 38.2 p.c. in 1959 for men, 
and rose to 92.7 p.c. in 1960 from 92.1 p.c. in 1959 
for women. 


Similar circumstances also affected the propor- 
tions of women in the twocategories of clerical and 
related workers and the residual salaried group. Of 
the salaried employees classed as clerical workers, 
48 p.c. were women, while of the non-clerical sal- 
aried workers, 4.2 p.c. were women. In 1959, the 
percentages were 47.7 and 4.6 respectively. The 
smaller proportions of women in the higher salary 
ranges of managerial, professional, technical and 
supervisory occupations contributed to the differen- 
tials in average earnings of men and women in this 
residual category. 


Average salaries of clerical workers as shown 
in Table F, rose by $2.19 to $72.10 for both sexes, 
by $2.37 to $86.41 for men, and by $2.15 to $56.59 
for women. Clerical salaries were higher in all 
major industry groups except transportation equip- 
ment with a small decline in the average of salaries 
for both sexes and tobacco which showed a small 
decline for men. As previously indicated, the shifts 
between the two categories of salaried employees 
in some cases affect the comparability of 1960 and 
1959 data for these two categories with previous 
years. However, this factor does not affect the 
comparability of data for the salaried groups as a 
whole.

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The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours and Related Series 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women in manufacturing establishments, which 
covers the last week in October, supplies data 
supplementing those collected in the Employment 
Section’s monthly surveys of employment, payrolls 
and manhours. Related information is obtained in 
the census of manufactures conducted by the Industry 
and Merchandising Division and the survey of wage 
rates and hours of labour of the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. Since these 
surveys are designed for different purposes, they 
vary in coverage, content and definitions of terms. 
Following are some explanatory notes on the infor- 
mation contained in the present publication and the 
main differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
in Manufacturing 


General — The annual survey, commenced in1946, 
obtains from establishments separate data on 
earnings and hours of work of men and women clas- 
sed as wage-earners and as salaried employees in 
one week in the autumn of each year. Additional 
material has been collected as follows in the indi- 
cated years: 


1. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners by hours worked in the survey week, from 
1946 to 1949, 1952, 1955 and 1958. 


2. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners and salaried employees by earnings in 
the week, in 1950, 1953, 1956 and 1959; inter- 
quartile and median earnings are published for 
Canada and the Provinces. 


3. Earnings and hours of general office and clerical 
workers, segregated in 1951, 1954, 1957, 1959 and 
1960 from data for administrative, professional, 
supervisory and other salaried employees. 


The survey was not conducted in 1961 but will 
be resumed in 1962. 


Coverage —Data are obtained from manufactur- 
ing establishments usually employing 15 or more 
persons that are operating in the survey week at 
the end of October. The number of employees for 
whom data are reported usually differs by less than 
1 p.c. from the number reported in manufacturing in 
the corresponding monthly survey of employment and 
payrolls, and comprises almost 90 p.c. of those 
Teported by virtually all establishments in the 
annual census of manufactures. 


Establishment reports cover the plant, adminis- 
trative and related employees. Where a firm operates 
in more than one industry or area, separate reports 
are obtained for each operation if separate payroll 
Tecords are maintained. Separately-organized non- 
manufacturing operations, such as sales offices and 
force account construction, are excluded. 


Employees — Establishments are asked to fur- 
nish material for all full-time, part-time and casual 
employees receiving pay in the survey week, except 
home-workers. Proprietors, firm members, pensioners 
and staffs of separately-organized sales offices are 
excluded. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, shipping and maintenance staffs, and related 
employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
plant administration, as well as general office and 
clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are periodically segregated. 


Hours include full-time, short-time and overtime 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees for whom 
time records are not kept. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes time, 
piecework, and commission earnings, regularly-paid 
incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime 
earnings and payments to persons absent with pay 
in the survey week. 


Completion ofthe questionnaire—Establishments 
differ to some extent in their classification of 
employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but insufficiently to affect significantly the 
general figures. Somewhat greater difficulty is 
experienced in distinguishing office workers from 
supervisory and professional staffs and there are 
sometimes differences in allocation of certain cate- 
gories of workers in successive surveys. Instances 
occur where sales personnel previously reported in 
the survey are later excluded as separately-organized 
staffs. Changes in industrial classification of indi- 
vidual establishments may be made from time to 
time. While these factors may cause variations in 
the averages in comparatively small industry and 
area units, they rarely affect the year-to-year com- 
parisons of the general figures. An exception is the 
change in definition of clerical workers made in 
1959 whichresulted in a substantial shift of salaried 
employees from the clerical to the residual or non- 
clerical category. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-Hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments co-operating in the 
annual survey are included in ‘‘Employment and 
Payrolls’’ and ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’,

briefly described on the second page of this publi- 
cation. The same general definitions of employees, 
hours, and earnings are used, and the averages for 
manufacturing in the October publications vary in- 
significantly from those obtained in the annual 
survey, as indicated below for October, 1960.

Two factors are mainly responsible for existing 
differences between the two series: (1) The monthly 
surveys call for data for the last pay period in the 
month. When this period exceeds a week, the calcu- 
lated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and 
hours may differ from statistics accumulated from 
individual pay records for the annual survey week. 
The effect on the general average is slight, but 
tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas 
where longer pay periods are common, particularly 
if seasonal changes are in process. (2) The monthly 
reports on man-hours and wages relate only to 
wage-earners for whom records of hours are main- 
tained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, 
some pieceworkers and certain others not paid on 
an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 5 p.c. of 
the wage-earners. Comparability with the annual 
data is appreciably affected only in industries such 
as food and beverages, and in areas such as Saskat- 
chewan, where records of hours are not currently 
available for fairly substantial proportions of wage- 
earners. In addition to the abovementioned points 
of difference, such factors as avoidance of strike 
periods in most cases in the annual survey and 
occasional changes in industrial classification or 
in reporting procedures subsequent to publication 
of the monthly statistics, may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two 
surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917, an annual census of manufacturing 
establishments has been taken by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, relating to practically all 
establishments in the industries surveyed and 
obtaining data on employment and payrolls in addi- 
tion to information regarding the physical quantity 


and value of the various products made, materials 
used, cost of fuel and electricity, inventories, etc. 
Data for working proprietors and firm members are 
included but not for sales personnel, workers en- 
gaged on new construction and, in some cases, head 
office and research staffs, particularly when they 
are located away from the plant. With these excep- 
tions, staffs reported as office and supervisory 
employees and as production workers generally 
correspond to salaried employées and wage-earners, 
respectively, as defined in the annual survey of 
earnings and hours. Numbers of men and women, but 
not their payrolls are reported separately. Office 
and supervisory employees are reported on the basis 
of an annual average, and production workers for the 
last pay period of each month and a 12-month average 
calculated. Gross payrolls for the calendar year are 
provided, including year-end and infrequently paid 
bonuses, which are usually omitted from the annual 
survey covering the last week in October. 


Statistics obtained in the census of imanufac- 
turing are published in ‘‘General Review of the 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, and in ‘‘The 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, which consist 
of a separate report on each province, and a geog- 
taphical distribution of manufacturing in Canada 
by provinces, counties, cities, etc. 


4. Annual Survey of Wage Rates and Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected annually from many thousands of manu- 
facturing establishments information on wage rates 
of time workers and straight time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative occu- 
pations of a non-supervisory nature. Results of the 
survey are published in the form of weighted aver- 
ages and predominant ranges of rates for typical 
occupations in numerous industries and of index 
numbers of average wage rates, in relatively fine 
industrial detail. Information on average weekly 
salaries in typical office occupations and on aver- 
age wage rates in maintenance and service occu- 
pations is published for 52 Canadian communities. 
Data on standard hours of work are also provided for 
most industries. 


This wage and salary information is included 
in the annual report ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a loose- 
leaf table service for the industries and commu- 
nities covered. These tables are later published as 
a bound volume. The monthly Labour Gazette also — 
publishes information on employment, earnings, | 
working conditions, terms of settlement in major © 
collective agreements and related subjects.

It is important to note that because of a lack of 
resources this survey was not taken in 1961 and 
1962. All comparisons and changes in this publica- 
tion, therefore, cover a period of three years, a time 
lapse which is an important consideration in the 


analysis of this data. 


It Should also be noted that although this survey 
Supplements the monthly series “Employment and 


Payrolls’’ and ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’ of 


the Employment Section, there are some differences 


in concepts and definitions which may cause slight 
variations in the data presented by the monthly and 
annual surveys (see ‘‘Descriptive Notes’’ at the end 
of this publication), For example, the annual survey 
excludes certain employees in tailway shops from 
manufacturing, while the monthly series still in- 
cludes these employees in that classification, 


Such inconsistencies between the annual and 
the monthly surveys will be eliminated when the 
Employment Section completes the transfer of its 
data to a new industrial classification and a 1961 
index base, likely in 1966, 


General Trends 


| Employment 


| In 1963 total employment in manufacturing 
_ reflected an increased level of economic activity in 
Canada. The number of employees was 8.4 p.c., 
_ higher in October 1963 than during the same survey 
_ week of 1960, with the number of men increasing by 
8.2 p.c. and that of women by 9.4 p.c.. The greater 
tate of increase in female employment is a character- 

istic reflection of generally buoyant conditions in 
_the economy, for it is demonstrable that employment 

of women rises at a faster rate than that of men 
during times of economic expansion and falls more 
‘Tapidly during recessive periods. Despite the unequal 
rates of increase however, the proportions of the two 
sexes remained practically unaltered from the 1960 
levels; men in 1963 made up 76.6 p.c. of total manu- 
facturing employment showing only a slight decline 
from 76.8 p.c. in 1960. 


| The number of wage-earners increased by 8.9 
‘p.c, kLetween 1960 and 1963, the increase for men 
and women being 8.2 p.c. and 11.1 p.c. respectively. 
In 1963, 75.9 p.c. of all persons employed in manu- 
facturing were wage-earners as compared to 75.6 p.c. 
in 1960; the slight gain recorded by the wage-earners 
Was accompanied bya smalldecrease inthe salaried- 
clerical category. 


Salaried employees showed an overall increase 
of 7.2 p.c. those in the clerical category increasing 
by 4.5 p.c. and those in the ‘‘Other Salaried’’ group 
by 10.1 p.c. (the latter group is comprised of mana- 
gerial, supervisory, technical and order-taking sales 
Staffs, etc.), Within the salaried staffs a small shift 
from the clerical to the managerial-technical cate- 
gory occurred, which is consistent with the trend 
2Stablished early in the last decade, 


The tollowing table shows the shifts that have 
aken place between the ‘‘clerical’’ and ‘‘other’’ 


category of the salaried groups, each of the two 
classifications being expressed as a percentage of 
all salaried employees,

It is evident from the above shifts that industry 
is increasingly replacing clerical staff with those 
having more specialized skills of management or 
technology. An examination of the clerical category 
of salaried employees reveals that there is also a 
shift taking place in the proportions of men and 
women. The following table gives the breakdown of 
the clerical group by sex, for the same years as the 
table above.

The data in this table indicates that women are 
increasing the share they hold of the employment in 
the salaried-clerical classification. This contrasts 
with the ratio of women to men in the ‘‘Cther Sala- 
tied’’ category, where in 1963 the proportion of 
female employees remained unchanged, at 4.2 p.c. 
from the October 1960 survey. 


The ratio of men to women in the ‘‘All Salaried’’ 
classification did not change significantly in the 
period 1960-1963, men making up 72.7 p.c. in 1960 
and 73.2 p.c. in 1963. However, the proportion of all 
salaried employees in manufacturing decreased 
fractionally from 24.4 p.c. in 1960 to 24,1 p.c. in 
1963. 


Wages and Salaries 


Average weekly earnings for all employees rose 
11.2 p.c. increasing from $79.25 in October 1960 to 
$88.15 in October 1963. Durable goods industries 
which have a large proportion of higher-wage indus- 
tries, recorded a greater rate of increase in weekly 
earnings than did the nondurable goods producing 
industries which usually contain a higher proportion 
of women with below average earnings. 


The average weekly earnings of wage-earners 
stood 11.6 p.c. above the 1960 level, rising from 
$72.39 in 1960 to $80.80 in 1963. The hourly earn- 
ings of this classification of employee rose by 10.2 
p.c. from $1.77 in 1960 to $1.95 in 1963, an average 
of 6 cents a year, which is consistent with the aver- 
age annual increases since 1951. The higher rate 
of increase of weekly earnings compared to hourly 
earnings is the result of a somewhat longer work- 
week reported for both sexes, 


Average weekly earnings of salaried employees 
moved upward 10.8 p.c. from $100.47 in 1960 to 
$111.29 in 1963. This increase was shared almost 
equally by the two sexes, men’s earnings increasing 
by 10.4 p.c.and women’s by 10.7 p.c. between 1960- 
1963. 


Hours of Work 


Practically all industries reported longer weekly 
hours for their production workers of both sexes, 
Salaried staffs, except for those in non-durable 
industries where the hours increased 0.1 of an hour 
over 1960, reported a slightly shorter work week, 


Several factors may cause year-to-year varia- 
tions in average weekly hours worked. The numbers 
of part-time and casual employees and their working 
time in the survey week, the amount of overtime and 
time lost through absenteeism are only some among 
the many influences that affect the length of the 
work week reported. Women in industry generally 
average fewer hours than men, mainly because they 
have a higher incidence of part-time work, of absen- 
teeism, and generally have a shorter work-week 
than men, 


Industries 


Compared to 1960, most establishments reported 
higher hours and employment for the survey week of 
1963. All industries reported increased weekly earn- 
ings, both for wage-earners and salaried employees. 


The fish canning and curing industry in the 
Atlantic provinces and British Columbia showed one 
of the largest increases in weekly hours and in 
weekly earnings in 1963. This was mainly the result 
of substantial landings of fish during the survey 
period, necessitating longer hours. 


Increases in employment, hours and earnings 
were reported by the rubber, the textile (except 
clothing), the transportation equipment and the elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies industries of Quebec 
and Ontario. 


Higher employment and earnings were also de- 
clared by the woods products industries of the three 
western provinces, Ontario, Quebec and the Atlantic 
provinces. A somewhat longer work-week than in 
1960 was the rule in this industry except in New- 
foundland, New Brunswick, Alberta and British 
Columbia where shorter hours were recorded. 


Some significant decreases occurred in the 


employment of the smelting and refining and the © 
tobacco and tobacco products industries, where the — 
number of employees fell8.9 p.c.and 2.7 p.c.respec- 


tively. The weekly earnings in these industries were 
above the 1960 levels, even though, in October of 
1963, the weekly hours in the smelting industry were 
unchanged and significantly lower in the tobacco 
industry.

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The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours and Related Series 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women in manufacturing establishments, which 
covers the last week in October, supplies data 
supplementing those collected in the Employment 
Section’s monthly surveys of employment, payrolls 
and manhours. Related information is obtained in 
the census of manufactures conducted by the Industry 
and Merchandising Division and the survey of wage 
rates and hours of labour of the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. Since these 
surveys are designed for different purposes, they 
vary in coverage, content and definitions of terms. 
Following are some explanatory notes on the infor- 
mation contained in the present publication and the 
main differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
in Manufacturing 


General — The annual survey, commenced in1946, 
obtains from establishments separate data on 
earnings and hours of work of men and women clas- 
sed as wage-earners and as salaried employees in 
one week in the autumn of each year. Additional 
material has been collected as follows in the indi- 
cated years: 


1. Percentage distributions of male and female wage- 
earners by hours worked in the survey week, from 
1946 to 1949, 1952, 1955 and 1958. 


2. Percentage distributions ofmale and female wage- 
earners and salaried employees by earnings in 
the week, in 1950, 1953, 1956 and 1959; inter- 
quartile and median earnings are published for 
Canada and the Provinces. 


3. Earnings and hours of general office and clerical 
workers, Segregated in 1951, 1954, 1957, 1959, 
1960 and 1963 from data for administrative, pro- 
fessional, supervisory and other salaried em- 
ployees. 


The survey was not conducted in 1961 and 1962 
_ but was resumed in 1963. 


Coverage —Data are obtained from manufactur- 
ing establishments usually employing 15 or more 
persons that are operating in the survey week at 
the end of October. The number of employees for 
whom data are reported usually differs by less than 
1 p.c. from the number reported in manufacturing in 
‘the corresponding monthly survey of employment and 
payrolls, and comprises almost 90 p.c. of those 
Teported by virtually all establishments in the 
annual census of manufactures. 


Establishment reports cover the plant, adminis- 
trative and related employees. Where a firm operates 
in more than one industry or area, separate reports 
are obtained for each operation if separate payroll 
Tecords are maintained. Separately-organized non- 
Manufacturing operations, such as sales offices and 
force account construction, are excluded. 


| 
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Employees — Establishments are asked to fur- 
nish material for all full-time, part-time and casual 
employees receiving pay in the survey week, except 
home-workers. Proprietors, firm members, pensioners 
and staffs of separately-organized sales offices are 
excluded. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, shipping and maintenance staffs, and related 
employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
plant administration, as well as general office and 
clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are periodically segregated. 


Hours include full-time, short-time and overtime 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees for whom 
time records are not kept. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes time, 
piecework, and commission earnings, regularly-paid 
incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime 
earnings and payments to persons absent with pay 
in the survey week. 


Completion ofthe questionnaire—Establishments 
differ to some extent in their classification of 
employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but insufficiently to affect significantly the 
general figures. Somewhat greater difficulty is 
experienced in distinguishing office workers from 
supervisory and professional staffs and there are 
sometimes differences in allocation of certain cate- 
gories of workers in successive surveys. Instances 
occur where sales personnel previously reported in 
the survey are laterexcluded as separately-organized 
staffs. Changes in industrial classification of indi- 
vidual establishments may be made from time to 
time. While these factors may cause variations in 
the averages in comparatively small industry and 
area units, they rarely affect the year-to-year com- 
parisons of the general figures. An exception is the 
change in definition of clerical workers made in 
1959 whichresulted in a substantial shift of salaried 
employees from the clerical to the residual or non- 
clerical category. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-Hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments co-operating in the 
annual survey are included in ‘‘Employment and 
Payrolls’’ and ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings”’, 
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briefly described on the second page of this publi- 
cation. The same general definitions of employees, 
hours, and earnings are used, and the averages for 
manufacturing in the October publications vary in- 
Significantly from those obtained in the annual 
survey, aS indicated below for October, 1963.

Two factors are mainly responsible for existing 
differences between the two series: (1) The monthly 
surveys call for data for the last pay period in the 
month. When this period éxceeds a week, the calcu- 
lated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and 
hours may differ from statistics accumulated from 
individual pay records for the annual survey week. 
The effect on the general average is slight, but 
tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas 
where longer pay periods are common, particularly 
if seasonal changes are in process. (2) The monthly 
reports on man-hours and wages relate only to 
wage-earners for whom records of hours are main- 
tained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, 
some pieceworkers and certain others not paid on 
an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 5 p.c. of 
the wage-earners. Comparability with the annual 
data is appreciably affected only in industries such 
as food and beverages, and in areas such as Saskat- 
chewan, where records of hours are not currently 
available for fairly substantial proportions of wage- 
earners. In addition to the above-mentioned points 
of difference, such factors as avoidance of strike 
periods in most cases in the annual survey and 
occasional changes in industrial classification or 
in reporting procedures subsequent to publication 
of the monthly statistics, may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two 
surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units, 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917, an annual census of manufacturing 
establishments has been taken by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, relating to practically all 
establishments in the industries surveyed and 
obtaining data on employment and payrolls in addi- 
tion to information regarding the physical quantity 


and value of the various products made, materials 
used, cost of fuel and electricity, inventories, etc. 
Data for working proprietors and firm members are 
included but not for sales personnel, workers en- 
gaged on new construction and, in some cases, head 
office and research staffs, particularly when they 
are located away from the plant. With these excep- 
tions, staffs reported as office and supervisory 
employees and as production workers generally 
correspond to salaried employees and wage-earners, 
respectively, as defined in the annual survey of 
earnings and hours. Numbers of men and women, but 
not their payrolls are reported separately. Office 
and supervisory employees are reported on the basis 
of an annual average, and production workers for the 
last pay period of each month and a12-month average 
calculated. Gross payrolls for the calendar year are 
provided, including year-end and infrequently paid 
bonuses, which are usually omitted from the annual 
survey covering the last week in October. 


Statistics obtained in the census of manufac- 
turing are published in ‘‘General Review of the 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, and in ‘‘The 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, which consist 
of a separate report on each province, and a geog- 
raphical distribution of manufacturing in Canada 
by provinces, counties, cities, etc. 


4. Annual Survey of Wage Rates and Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected annually from many thousands of manu- 
facturing establishments information on wage rates 
of time workers and straight time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative occu- 
pations of a non-supervisory nature. Results of the 
survey are published in the form of weighted aver- 
ages and predominant ranges of rates for typical 
occupations in numerous industries and of index 


numbers of average wage rates, in relatively fine. 


industrial detail. Information on average weekly 
salaries in typical office occupations and on aver- 
age wage rates in maintenance and service occu- 
pations is published for 52 Canadian communities. 
Data on standard hours of work are also provided for 
most industries. 


This wage and salary information is included 
in the annual report ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a loose- 
leaf table service for the industries and commu- 
nities covered. These tables are later published as 
a bound volume. The monthly Labour Gazette also 
publishes information on employment, earnings, 
working conditions, terms of settlement in major 
collective agreements and related subjects.

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COMMENTARY 


The survey of earnings and hours of work in 
manufacturing for the last week of October 1964 
covered approximately 11,000 establishments employ- 
ing 15 or more persons, comprising some 90 per cent 
of the total employment in all establishments engaged 
in manufacturing as reported in the Annual Census of 
Manufactures. In addition to data collected annually 
on hours and earnings of men and women classed as 
wage-earners and as clerical and other salaried em- 
ployees, the 1964 survey included distributions of 
employees in each category by 16 classes of weekly 
earnings. Separate series for the clerical and non- 
clerical salaried employees were obtained for the 
first time in 1964 and the upper limit of the class 
ranges as a whole was raised from $150 to $200 a 
week, with the class intervals increased from $10 to 
$20 for those over $120. 


The survey covers the manufacturing establish- 
ments participating in the monthly payroll survey of 
the Section, the results of which are published in 
“Employment and Payrolls’’ Catalogue No. 72-002 
and ‘‘Man-Hours and Hourly Earnings’’ Catalogue 
No. 72-003 and related to approximately the same 
employees. There are, however, certain conceptual 
and other differences that affect comparisons to some 
extent, although, as recorded in the explanatory and 
descriptive notes at the back of this publication, 
general levels of earnings and of wage-earners’ hours 
do not differ greatly between the two series. Among 
Significant differences are inconsistencies in indus- 
trial classification affecting particularly the numbers 
of employees reported in ‘‘railroad and rolling stock 
equipment’’ and the ‘‘dairy products’’ industry sub- 
groups. Inconsistencies in classification will be 
eliminated in 1966 when both surveys will conform to 
the revised standard industrial classification. 


Employment 


The number of employees in manufacturing report- 
ed in the 1964 survey was 4.5 p.c. above the 1963 
level. The rate of increase in numbers of female 
employees continued to be higher than that of men, 
amounting to 5.8 p.c. as against 4.1 p.c., in 1964 over 
1963, while in the 3-year period 1960-63, the in- 
creases had been 9.4 p.c. for women and 8.2 p.c. for 
men. The proportion of women reported rose slightly 
from 23.4 p.c. in 1963 to 23.7 p.c. 


As shown in Table D, the proportion of all em- 
ployees classified as salaried and of men in this 
category was virtually unchanged between 1963 and 
1964. Among women, the percentage reported in the 
salaried category fell from 27.6 p.c. to 27.4 p.c. in 
manufacturing as a whole; from 44.2 p.c. to 43.7 p.c. 
in durable goods manufacturing and from 22.2 p.c. to 
22.0 p.c. in the non-durables sector. 


In all of these comparisons, it should be borne 
in mind that variations in levels of activity and in 
industrial composition of reported employment in suc- 
cessive survey weeks can affect the relative propor- 
tions since the salaries category is more stable than 
the wage-earners and less responsive to factors 
affecting production. 


Changes in proportions between salaried employ- 
ees and wage-earners were less notable than those 
between the clerical category of salaried employees 
and the residual group which includes managerial, 


professional, technical and supervisory employees 
and travelling salesmen attached to the manufacturing 
establishment. The residual group excludes propri- 
etors and firm members who are not covered by the 
survey. While the overall increase in numbers of 
salaried employees from the 1963 survey week amount- 
ed to 4.7 p.c., 4.6 p.c. among men and 5.2 p.c. among 
women, the increase in the non-clerical category 
amounted to 9.3 p.c. so that the proportion of clerical 
and related workers to the managerial and other non- 
clerical category fell from 51.4 p.c. to 49.3 p.c., as 
shown in the following table. This decline continues 
a trend in evidence since the series were instituted 
in 1951. It could be conjectured that this expansion 
of the white-collar non-clerical group is related to 
automation and other changes in technology. 
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Within the clerical category, the proportion of 
women has also shown a gradual but consistent in- 
crease since 1951, rising in the 14 years from 41.7 
p.c. to 49.6 p.c. The following table shows the changes 
over this period. While these measures clearly indi- 
cate a substantial change over time in the sex com- 
position of the category, in this as in other tables, 
the historical comparisons are somewhat limited by 
inconsistencies on the part of some respondents in 
classifying marginal occupations to the clerical or 
the non-clerical component of the salaried-employee 
group.

Year 
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Hours of Work 


The averages of reported hours, including hours 
worked and hours of paid absence, were somewhat 
higher in 1964 than in the same week of 1963. Wage- 
earners’ hours rose from 41.5 to 41.7 for the week, 
with the largest increase in durable goods of 0.4 hours 
to 42.5, while hours in non-durables increased from 
41.0 to 41.1. The longer week was, on the whole, 
restricted to male workers whose average week 
amounted to 42.6 hours, up from 42.3 hours in 1963, 
reflecting increases in hours in durable goods and 
non-durables from 42.4 to 42.8 and from 42.2 to 42.3 


hours, respectively. Women’s average hours at 38.8 
in manufacturing and at 38.6 in non-durable goods 
were unchanged from 1963 while in the durable goods 
division the average declined slightly from 39.7 to 
39.6 hours. 


Variations in average weekly hours worked as 
reported for industries and areas in this survey are 
influenced by several factors. Chief among these are 
changes in the duration of the standard work week, 
the number of part-time and casual employees and 
their working time in the survey week, the amounts of 
overtime worked and of time lost through absenteeism, 
labour-turnover and lay-offs, differing occupational 
requirements and the relative proportions of men and 
women employed. Women generally average fewer 
hours than men because their standard work weeks 
tend to be shorter, small proportions are employed in 
industries where the work week is above average, and 
they have a higher incidence of part-time work and of 
absenteeism. The level of activity in the survey week 
and consequent weighting in industry group figures of 
industries that averaged longer or shorter hours than 
the norm is also a factor. 


Average hours reported for all salaried employees 
also increased slightly in the year, advancing from 
38.4 to 38.5 hours in manufacturing, and from 39.1 to 
39.3 in durable goods and remaining unchanged at 
37.8 in the non-durables division. Men’s hours rose 
by 0.1 to 38.9 overall, by 0.3 to 39.7 in durable goods 
and were unchanged at 38.2 in non-durables. Salaried 
women’s hours showed little or no change over the 
year. 


Tables 19, 20 and 21 provide historical informa- 
tion on hours, as well as on earnings, for the major 
industry divisions, the provinces and the more import- 
ant urban areas. 


Wages and Salaries 


As shown in Table A, overall averages of weekly 
earnings in the 1964 survey week, at $91.90, were 
$3.75 higher than in the corresponding 1963 period, 
an advance of 4.3 p.c., representing increases for men 
of $4.41 or 4.5 p.c. to $103.17 and for women, of 
$2.21 or 4.1 p.c. to $55.56 a week. 


Average hourly earnings of wage-earners as a 
whole rose by 7 cents, an increase of 3.6 p.c. over 
1963. The durable goods industries recorded larger 
increases in magnitude and proportionally than the 
non-durables. In the former, average hourly earnings 
rose 8 cents to $2.20 an hour, an increase of 3.8 p.c., 
while in the latter a 6 cent rise to $1.85 an hour, 
represented a gain of 3.4 p.c. Hourly earnings of male 
wage-earners rose from $2.18 to $2.26 an hour in 
durable goods and from $2.06 to $2.13 in non-durables, 
increases of 3.7 p.c. and 3.4 p.c., respectively. 
Women’s hourly earnings advanced from $1.47 to 
$1.53 in durables and from $1.22 to $1.27 an hour 
in non-durables, a 4.1 p.c. increase in each case. 


Because of the somewhat longer average working 
time in the 1964 survey week, the overall increase in 
average weekly wages of 4.4 p.c. was proportionately 
greater than in hourly earnings, and brought average 
weekly earnings to $84.35 in 1964. Men’s earnings 
rose by 4.6 p.c. and women’s by 4.4 p.c. to bring the 
levels to $94.00 and $51.41, respectively. Again, 


because of the increase in the work week advances in 
men’s earnings were proportionally greater in the 
durable goods than in the non-durables category(5.0 p.c. 
and 4.0 p.c.) while the reverse was the case among 
women wage-earners, where increases of 3.9 p.c. in 
durables and 4.5 p.c. in non-durables represented 
gains of $2.26 and $2.13, respectively, to $60.55 and 
$49.21 a week. 


The average weekly earnings of salaried employ- 
ees moved upward from 1963 levels, an increase of 
$4.25, or 3.8 p.c., bringing the average to $115.54 in 
1964. Men’s salaries rose by 3.9 p.c. to $133.55 and 
women’s salaries by 3.6 p.c. to $66.51. In the case 
of male salaried employees, the third of their number 
allocated to the clerical category averaged $99.58 for 
the week, a gain of $5.09 over 1963, while the two- 
thirds in the residual managerial, professional and 
other salaried group averaged $150.76, a gain of 
$2.76 in the year. Among salaried women, the 91 p.c. 
classed as clerical workers averaged $64.80, up 
$2.24 from 1963 while the small but substantially 
increased number in the residual category averaged 
$83.88, the same as in the preceding year. 


Distributions of Employees by Weekly Earnings 


Data derived from the distributions of wage- 
earners and salaried employees by amounts earned in 
the survey week of October 1964 are summarized in 
Tables G and H with percentage distributions given 
in detail by industry and area in Tables 11 to 18. 
Since similar data were last collected in 1959 average 
weekly wages have increased by 18.2 p.c. and average 
weekly salaries by 19.0 p.c.; consequently, there have 
been substantial shifts into higher earnings ranges 
throughout the industry. Whereas in the preceding 
survey 23 p.c. of female wage-earners and 4 p.c. of 
salaried women averaged less than $30 for the week, 
in 1964 the respective percentages were 11 p.c. and 
2 p.c., undoubtedly representing, in the main, short- 
time and part-time workers. Even more marked was 
the upward movement of employees into the over $100 
ranges where 29 p.c. of the wage-earners were reported 
in 1964 as compared with 13 p.c. in 1959. Similarly 
51 p.c. of salaried employees were in this category 
as compared with 39 p.c. five years ago. Proportions 
of men in the same ranges increased from 17 p.c. to 
37 p.c. among wage-earners and from 52 p.c. to 69 p.c. 
among salaried employees. The largest proportion of 
employees in the high-earnings ranges were, of course, 
non-clerical salaried men which comprise managerial, 
professional and other comparatively highly-paid 
occupations. 


The interquartile range of weekly earnings in 
which fell the middle 50 p.c. of the employees had a 
lower limit of $58.88 and an upper limit of $103.97 
for wage-earners in 1964, as compared with $51.84 
and $87.92 a week in 1959. The corresponding inter- 
quartile range for salaried employees fell between 
$73.27 and $142.10 in 1964, and between $60.75 and 
$117.73 in the 1959 survey. Comparative figures for 
men and women as well as for both sexes together are 
given in Table G, which also shows median earnings 
in the two survey periods. Over the past five years 
median wages increased by $11.21 to $83.06 a week 
for both sexes, by $13.36 to $91.34 for men, and by 
$7.78 to $49.99 a week for women. In the same period, 
median salaries advanced by $16.88 to $103.61 for 
both sexes, by $19.25 to $121.17 for men, and by 
$9.81 to $64.78 for women.

THE ANNUAL SURVEY OF EARNINGS AND HOURS AND RELATED SERIES 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women in manufacturing establishments, which 
covers the last week in October, supplies data 
supplementing those collected in the Employment 
Section’s monthly surveys of employment, payrolls 
and manhours. Related information is obtained in the 
census of manufactures conducted by the Industry 
and Merchandising Division and the survey of wage 
rates and hours of labour of the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. Since these 
surveys are designed for different purposes, they 
vary in coverage, content and definitions of terms. 
Following are some explanatory notes on the infor- 
mation contained in the present publication and the 
main differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
in Manufacturing 


General.— The annual survey, commenced in 
1946, obtains from establishments separate data on 
earnings and hours of work of men and women clas- 
sed aS wage-earners and as salaried employees in 
one week in the autumn of each year. Additional 
material has been collected as follows in the indi- 
cated years: 


1. Percentage distributions of male and female 
wage-earners by hours worked in the survey 
week, from 1946 to 1949, 1955 and 1958. 


2. Percentage distributions of male and female 
wage-earners and salaried employees by earnings 
in the week, in 1950, 1953, 1956, 1959 and 1964, 
interquartile and median earnings are published 
for Canada and the Provinces. 


3. Earnings and hours of general office and clerical 
workers, segregated in 1951, 1954, 1957, 1959, 
1960, 1963 and 1964 from data for administrative, 
professional, supervisory and other salaried 
employees. 


The survey was not conducted in 1961 and 1962 
but was resumed in 1963. 


Coverage. — Data are obtained from manufactur- 
ing establishments usually employing 15 or more 
Persons that are operating in the survey week at 
the end of October.:The number of employees for 
whom data are reported usually differs by less than 
1 p.c. from the number reported in manufacturing in 
the corresponding monthly survey of employment and 
payrolls, and comprises approximately 90 p.c. of 
those reported by virtually all establishments in the 
annual census of manufactures. 


Establishment reports cover the plant, adminis- 
trative and related employees. Where a firm operates 
in more than one industry or area, separate reports 
are obtained for each operation if separate payroll 
Tecords are maintained. Separately-organized non- 
manufacturing operations, such as sales offices.and 
force account construction, are excluded. 


Employees. — Establishments are asked to fur- 
nish material for all full-time, part-time and casual 
employees receiving pay in the survey week, except 
home-workers. Proprietors, firm members, pensioners 
and staffs of separately-organized sales offices are 
excluded. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, shipping and maintenance staffs, and related 
employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
plant administration, as well as general office and 
clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are periodically segregated. 


Hours include full-time, short-time and overtime 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees for whom 
time records are not kept. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes time, 
piecework, and commission earnings, regularly-paid 
incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime 
earnings and payments to persons absent with pay 
in the survey week. 


Completion of the questionnaire. —Establish- 
ments differ to some extent in their classification 
of employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but insufficiently to affect significantly the 
general figures. Somewhat greater difficulty is 
experienced in distinguishing clerical and related 
workers from supervisory and professional staffs 
and there are sometimes differences in allocation 
of certain categories of workers in successive 
surveys. Instances occur where sales personnel 
previously reported in the survey are later excluded 
as separately-organized staffs. Changes in indus- 
trial classification of individual establishments may 
be made from time to time. While these factors may 
cause variations in the averages in comparatively 
small industry and area units, they rarely affect the 
year-to-year comparisons of the general figures. An 
exception is the change in definition of clerical 
workers made in 1959 which resulted in a substan- 
tial shift of salaried employees from the clerical to 
the residual or non-clerical category. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments co-operating in the 
annual survey are included in ‘‘Employment and 
Payrolls’’? and ‘‘Man-hours and Hourly Earnings’’, 


a 


briefly described on the second page of this publi- 
cation. The same general definitions of employees, 
hours, and earnings are used, and the averages for 
manufacturing in the October publications vary in- 
significantly from those obtained in the annual 
survey, aS indicated below for October, 1964.

Two factors are mainly responsible for existing 
differences between the two series: (1) The monthly 
surveys call for data for the last pay period in the 
month. When this period exceeds a week, the calcu- 
lated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and 
hours may differ from statistics accumulated from 
individual pay records for the annual survey week. 
The effect on the general average is slight, but 
tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas 
where longer pay periods are common, particularly 
if seasonal changes are in process. (2) The monthly 
reports on man-hours and wages relate only to 
wage-earners for whom records of hours are main- 
tained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, 
some pieceworkers and certain others not paid on 
an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 5 p.c. of 
the wage-earners. Comparability with the annual 
data is appreciably affected only in industries such 
as food and beverages, and in areas such as Saskat- 
chewan, where records of hours are not currently 
available for fairly substantial proportions of wage- 
earners. In addition to the above-mentioned points 
of difference, such factors as avoidance of strike 
periods in most cases in the annual survey and 
occasional changes in industrial classification or 
in reporting procedures subsequent to publication 
of the monthly statistics, may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two 


surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917, an annual census of manufacturing 
establishments has been taken by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, relating to practically all 
establishments in the industries surveyed and 
obtaining data on employment and payrolls in addi- 
tion to information regarding the physical quantity 
and value of the various products made, materials 


used, cost of fuel and electricity, inventories, etc. 
Data for working proprietors and firm members are 
included but not for sales personnel, workers en- 
gaged on new construction and, in some cases, head 
office and research staffs, particularly when they 
are located away from the plant. With these excep- 
tions, staffs reported as office and supervisory 
employees and as production workers generally 
correspond to salaried employees and wage-earners, 
respectively, as defined in the annual survey of 
earnings and hours. Numbers of men and women, but 
not their payrolls are reported separately. Office 
and supervisory employees are reported on the basis 
of an annual average, and production workers for the 
last pay period of each month and a12-month average 
calculated. Gross payrolls for the calendar year are 
provided, including year-end and infrequently paid 
bonuses, which are usually omitted from the annual 
survey covering the last week in October. 


Statistics obtained in the census of manufac- 
turing are published in ‘‘*General Review of the 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, and in ‘‘The 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, which consist 
of a separate report on each province, and a geog- 
raphical distribution of manufacturing in Canada by 
provinces, counties, cities, etc. 


4. Annual Survey of Wage Rates and 
Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected annually from many thousands of manu- 
facturing establishments information on wage rates 
of time workers and straight time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative occu- 
pations of a non-supervisory nature. Results of the 
survey are published in the form of weighted aver- 
ages and predominant ranges of rates for typical 
occupations in numerous industries and of index 
numbers of average wage rates, in relatively fine 
industrial detail. Information on average weekly 
salaries in typical office occupations and on aver- 
age wage rates in maintenance and service occu- 
pations is published for 52 Canadian communities. 
Data on standard hours of work are also provided 
for most industries. 


This wage and salary information is included 
in the annual report ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a loose- 
leaf table service for the industries and communi- 
ties covered. These tables are later published as a 
bound volume. The monthly ‘‘Labour Gazette’’ also 
publishes information on employment, earnings, 
working conditions, terms of settlement in major 
collective agreements and related subjects.

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COMMENTARY 


The annual survey of the earnings and hours of 
male and female wage-earners, clerical and other 
salaried employees for the larger manufacturing es- 
tablishments relating to the last week of October 
1965, covered approximately 11,500 reporting units, 
mainly classified according to the 1948 S.I.C. and 
comprising 89.2 per cent of the estimated total em- 
ploymentin manufacturing as reported in the monthly 
bulletin ‘‘Estimates of Employees, by Province and 
Industry’, Catalogue No. 72-008. In addition, the 
1965 survey obtained distributions of wage-earners 
by sixteen classes of weekly hours —representing 
three more classes in the range below 30 hours a 
week than in the 1958 survey when similar weekly 
hours’ information for wage-earners was last re- 
quested. 


Details of coverage, definitions, comparisons 
and other statistical notes on this survey and its 
relation to associated surveys are treated at some 
length in the section entitled Descriptive Notes at 
the back of this publication. In general the respond- 
ents to this survey also participate in the monthly 
survey of employment and payrolls and report for 
approximately the same employees. It must be noted, 
however, that owing to certain inconsistencies in 
industrial classification inherent in the two series, 
Significant differences persist in the numbers of 
employees reported in some industry sub-groups. 
Consequently data on earnings and hours of em- 
ployees diverge between the two unrevised series, 
affecting in particular, the two sub-groups of ‘‘rail- 
road and rolling stock equipment’’ and ‘‘dairy prod- 
ucts’’.Such inconsistencies between the series will 
be eliminated next year when both will conform to 
the uniform establishment concept and the revised 
1960 Standard Industrial Classification. 


Other differences that affect comparisons to 
some extent are a higher non-response factor in the 
annualandthe exclusion of several reports for fewer 
than 15 employees which enter the monthly series 
as reporting ‘‘usually 15 or more employees over 
the year’’. Nevertheless, as can be seen in the table 
in the Descriptive Notes, general levels of earnings 
and wage-earners’ hoursdonot differgreater between 
the two series. 


Employment 


Although this survey is restricted to larger es- 
tablishments which comprise about one third of all 
establishments, it accounts for roughly 90 per cent 
of total employment in manufacturing as reported to 
the Annual Census of Manufactures and published 
in the ‘‘General Review of the Manufacturing Indus- 
tries of Canada’’ (DBS Catalogue No. 31-201). 
Thus,itwouldnotseem misleading to apply comment 
in this report, which is specific to data furnished 
by the 1965 annual survey, to the composition of the 
manufacturing work-force as a whole. However, it 
should be borne in mind that variations in levels of 
activity in different survey weeks can affect the 
relative sex and functional proportions in the work- 
force. For example, the salaried category is more 
stable than wage-earners and less responsive to 
factors affecting production. 


The growth in employment in Manufacturing as 
reported in the 1965 survey paralleled the general 
expansioninactivity over the year shown by several 
other important economic indicators, e.g., industrial 
production, labour income, retail trade and corpora- 
tion profits. It marked the highest annual increment 
for reported employment for over a decade with an 
advance of 5.7 per cent over 1964. Gains were re- 
corded foreach of the components of the manufactur- 
ing work force: 5.7 per cent for males and 5.4 per 
cent for females; also 5.7 per cent for wage-earners 
and 5.4 per cent for salaried staff. 


In Chart 1 these proportions of male and female 
and salaried employee and wage-earner are shown 
for manufacturing, durable and non-durable goods 
industries since 1946. 


Since 1960 reported employment in manufactur- 
ing increased by 19.7 per cent with the durable 
goods industries absorbing 62.6 per cent of this 
accretion. This increase in employment over five 
years was composed of gains of 19.0 per cent for 
males and 22.0 per cent for females distributed as 
20.1 per cent more wage-earners and 18.3 per cent 
additional salaried employees. Overall, there has 
been little effect on the composition of the manu- 
facturing work-force even extending back over the 
past decade: males decreased slightly to 76.4 per 
cent in 1965 from 77.0 per cent in 1955 with a cor- 
respondingly slight increase in women from 23.0 
per cent in 1955 to 23.6 per cent in 1965; wage- 
earners constituted 75.9 per cent in 1965, a Slight 
decline from 77.7 per cent in 1955, while salaried 
personnel rose correspondingly to 24.1 per cent of 
all employees from 22.3 per cent in 1955. Tables 
D, E and F' show details of the female percentage 
of wage-earner and salaried classes; and the sal- 
aried and clerical portions of all employment. 


As mentioned in earlier reports, of more signif- 
icance than any overall changes over the years in 
proportions as between men and women or Salaried 
employees and wage-earners, is the pronounced 
shift observable from the clerical category of sal- 
ariedemployeestothe residual group which includes 
managerial, professional, technical and supervisory 
employees and travelling salesmen attached to the 
manufacturing establishment. Set out in the follow- 
ing table are the proportional distributions of the 
clerical and other salaried components of salaried 
employees since 1951 when clerical workers were 
first segregated. Allowing for inconsistencies on 
the part of some respondents in classifying marginal 
occupations to the clerical or the non-clerical com- 
ponent of the salaried-employee group, which some- 
what limit historical comparisons, the sharp rise in 
the residual group is particularly noteworthy.

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Within the clerical category, over the same 
period, can be observed the marked shift in the sex- 
composition with men now constituting just over 
half the total number, compared with 58.3 per cent

The influence of automation and other changes 
in technology may very well be factors which have 
a special relevance in explaining the changes noted 
in the above tables. 


Wages and Salaries 


Average weekly earnings of all employees in 
manufacturing reported for the 1965 survey was 
$96.79, an increase of $4.89 or 5.3 per cent over 
1964. This overall average was exceeded by almost 
all male salaried personnel in the Other category, 
which includes professionals, supervisors, tech- 
nicians, etc., as well as by the majority of male 
clerical workers and wage-earners in the durable 
goods industries, and in several of the industries 
producing non-durable goods such as, rubber prod- 
ucts, paper products, products of petroleum and 
coal, and chemical products. Most women, with the 
exception of those employed as non-clerical Other 
salariedemployees in the Transportation equipment, 
Electrical apparatus, Chemical products and some 
of the sub-divisions of the Iron and steel industry 
reported earnings below the national average. 


Tables A and B show average wages and sal- 
aries for both principal groups of employees, by 
sex, for Canada and provinces in selected years 
and for Canadahistorically, withmeasures of change. 
Tables 15, 16 and 17 provide historical information 
on earnings, as well as on hours, for the major in- 
dustry divisions, the provinces and the more im- 
portant urban areas. 


Average hourly earnings of male wage-earners 
rose 5.4 per cent to $2.33, making the 12 cent in- 
crease over last year the largest per annum rise in 
14 years. In some industry sub-groups, reported 
hourly earnings of men exceeded the average by 
Over 50 cents; in particular, the products of petro- 
leum and coal recorded $2.98, the printing, publish- 
ing and allied industries reported $2.89, and both 
the primary iron and steel and the motor vehicle sub- 
groups each declared $2.86. On the other hand, in 
the canned and cured fish industry, canned and pre- 


served fruits and vegetables, boots and shoes, fur- 
niture and textile products industries earnings were 
more than 50 cents below the average rate for men. 
Average hourly earnings for female wage-earners 
rose 9 cents from 1964 to $1.41, an over-the-year 
gain of6.8 per cent, whichhas also not been attained 
since 1951. Earnings advanced by 10 cents to $1.63 
inthesector producing durable goods and by 8 cents 
to $1.35 in the non-durable goods industries, where 
women form a considerably greater proportion, some 
34.7 per cent, of wage-earners compared with 9.7 
per cent in durables, 


Average weekly wages for wage-earners rose 
$4.97 or 5.9 per cent to $89.32 in 1965. Gains of 
$5.38 and $4.16 per week in the durable and non- 
durable divisions of manufacturing brought earn- 
ings in these categories up to $98.95 and $80.27, 
respectively.Weekly wage levels for men of $126.78 
in motor vehicles and $125.97 in petroleum and coal 
products were leaders among several industry Cat- 
egories. Female wage earners in 1965 recorded the 
highest year-to-year net gains since the survey 
began in 1946 with an advance of $3.44 over the 
weekly wage of $51.41 in 1964. The one fifth of 
female wage-earmers engaged in the durable goods 
division earned an average weekly wage almost $10 
higher than the 1965 average of $54.85, but the re- 
maining eighty per cent in the other major division 
of manufacturing substantially depressed the aver- 
age weekly wage toward the lower level with an 
average of $52.33 per week. 


Salaried employees’ average weekly earnings 
also moved upward, to $120.27, a 4.1 per cent ad- 
vance of $4.73 over 1964. Almost evenly divided in 
numbers between clerical and related workers and 
the residual segment, comprising managerial, pro- 
fessional and other salaried employees the rela- 
tively high level of the composite average weekly 


~ salary of this category of manufacturing employee 


was chiefly dependent on the much higher average 
earnings of $156.93 among men in the other-salaried 
class. Average salaries reported for other classes 
of salaried employees fell well below the composite 
average. Clericalmales withan 8.6 per cent increase 
in numbers over the last survey and a 6.2 per cent 
gain in earnings averaged $105.72 a week; clerical 
women,a quarter of all salaried personnel, averaged 
$67.83 per week and female non-clerical employees 
recorded earnings of $84.49. It should be noted that 
statistics relating to this last class of employee 
should be treated with reservations owing to the 
small size of this group and the consequent results 
ofasmall shift in classification by respondents who 
do not consistently distinguish clerical from other 
salaried employees. Since 1946 weekly earnings of 
male wage-earners have ranged between 68.1 per 
centand73.7per cent of weekly earnings of salaried 
men; for women, the range has been 75.8 per cent 
and 84.4 per cent. In 1965 this blue to white-collar 
percentage of earnings was 71.5 per cent for men 
and 79.1 per cent for women in manufacturing. 


Table G sets out details of average weekly 
earnings for clerical and related workers and all 
salaried employees for selected years by industry 
and area. Table 10 contains details of earnings for 
the non-clerical group of salaried employees for 
1964 and 1965. 


Hours of Work 


The generally buoyant economic situation exist- 
ing during 1965 sustained high levels of activity in 
the manufacturing industry. As a result the average 
numberofweekly hours paid was slightly higher this 
year both for wage-earners and salaried employees 
than in the previous year. 


An extra tenth of an hour was added since the 
survey week last year to the average weekly hours 
of each group of wage-earmers, both in manufactur- 
ing and in the durable goods division, lengthening 
the general average to 41.8 hours in 1965. The 
duration of the working-week for men over the year 
was extended to 42.7 hours in manufacturing and 
42.9 hours in the durable goods sector; for women, 
comparable average weekly hours were increased to 
38.9 and 39.7, respectively, in the latest survey 
week. In the non-durable goods industries increases 
of two tenths of an hour in men’s average weekly 
hours to 42.5 and a tenth in women’s hours to 38.7 
caused no change in last year’s overall average of 
41.1 owing to altered weighting. 


Variations in average weekly hours worked as 
reported for industries and areas in this survey are 
influenced by several factors. Chief among these 
are changes in the duration of the standard work 
week, the number of part-time and casual employees 
and their working time in the survey week, the 
amounts of overtime worked and of time lost through 
absenteeism, labour-turnover and lay-offs, differing 
occupational requirements and the relative propor- 
tions of men and women employed. Women generally 
average fewer hours than men because their stand- 
ard work weeks tend to be shorter, small proportions 
are employed in industries where the work week is 
above average, and they have a higher incidence of 
part-time work and of absenteeism. The level of 
activity in the survey week and consequent weight- 
ing in industry-group figures of industries that aver- 
aged longer or shorter hours than the norm is also a 
factor. 


Among salaried employees the 0.1 hour shorter 
work week of 37.7 hours in the non-durable goods 
sector of manufacturing for the sexes combined, 
partially offset increases of one fifth of an hour re- 
ported for each sex in the durable goods segment. 
Thus the general average for both sexes and for men 
lengthened by an additional tenth each to 38.6 and 
39.0 hours, respectively, while women’s average 
weekly hours remained unchanged at 37.4. 


Tables 15, 16 and 17 provide historical infor- 
mation on hours, as well as on earnings, for the 
majorindustry divisions, the provinces and the more 
important urban areas. 


Distribution of Wage-earners by Weekly Hours 


The distribution of wage-earners by weekly 
hours—worked or of paid absence—collected in 
the 1965 annual survey was last obtained in 1958 
and prior to that year at three-year intervals back to 
1949. Results of the latest survey confirm the trend 
towards a concentration of employees, both men and 
women, in the 40-hour class noted at the time of 
the lastsurvey. The highest percentage-distribution, 
both for men and women, among all classes of 
weekly hoursagain occurred in this particular group, 
accounting for 34 per cent of the male and 27 per 
centofthe female wage-earners in 1965. Comparable 
proportions for men and women in the same mode in 
1958, 1955 and 1952 were 40 per cent and 31 per 
cent, 34 per cent and 25 per cent, and 27 per cent 
and 21 per cent, respectively. In 1949 a substan- 
tially higher percentage — 41 per cent—of male wage- 
earners worked between 44 and 48 hours a week than 
in the lower range of 35 to 40 hours which recorded 
23 per cent; among females the highest percentage — 
18 per cent—was reported in the range of 45 to 47 
hours, more than half in the total number worked 
more than 40 hours a week. 


Chart 2 diagrammatically illustrates percentage 
distribution of wage-earners by sex among 12 con- 
solidatedclasses of weekly hours for the years 1952, 
1955, 1958 and 1965. Table C shows the same data 
for Canada and the provinces for the selected years 
1949, 1958 and 1965. 


Of the factors mentioned in the section above, 
which affect variations in average hours among 
industries and areas and from year-to-year, of spe- 
cial significance when comparing percentage dis- 
tributions of wage-earners’ by hours between years 
is the general level of economic activity at the time 
the survey is conducted. The 1965 survey took 
place during the course of the current extended 
economic expansion when utilization of manufactur- 
ing capacity reached the highest levels in recent 
years thus the frequency distribution of wage- 
earners is probably more indicative of prevailing 
buoyant business conditions than of any emerging 
pattern of standard hours of work in manufacturing. 
The 1958 survey week, on the other hand, occurred 
duringthe recovery of the economy from the cyclical 
downturn which had extended from the 2nd quarter 
of 1957 till the 2nd quarter of 1958 when conditions 
of consumer demand, labour and industrial capacity 
were very different from the present. 


The same proportion of men—of a 22 per cent 
larger group—worked less than 40 hours a week in 
1965asin 1958, but in the middle ranges of between 


40 and48hours,66 per cent of the 1965 wage-earners 
as against 70 per cent in 1958 were reported, but in 
the upper ranges, above 48 hours a week, 17 per 
cent was reported for 1965 compared with 13 per 
cent in 1958, indicating the strong likelihood of 
additional overtime being worked in conjunction 
with a shortening of the standard work week. 


In the case of women, over the same range of 
hours as selected for the men above and over the 
same period, the respective proportions were 37 per 
cent, of a 29 per cent larger female group in 1965, 
for the lower range of hours as against 34 per cent 
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in 1958; 56 per cent aS compared with 61 per cent 
for the middle range of hours, and 7 per cent com- 
pared with 5 per cent in the upper ranges. The 
higher percentages of females in the extreme ranges 
inthemorerecent year helps corroborate assumptions 
relating to survey weeks in different stages of the 
business cycle indicating more overtime opportu- 
nities and increasing proportions of new female 
entrants on a part-time basis. 


In Tables 11 to 14 are shown percentage- 
distributions ofwage-earners in considerably greater 
industrial and area detail by the 16 classes of hours 
specifically requested in the current survey.

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THE ANNUAL SURVEY OF EARNINGS AND HOURS AND RELATED SERIES 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women in manufacturing establishments, which 
covers the last week in October, supplies data 
supplementing those collected in the Employment 
Section’s monthly surveys of employment, payrolls 
and manhours. Related information is obtained in the 
census of manufactures conducted by the Industry 
and Merchandising Division and the survey of wage 
rates and hours of labour of the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. Since these 
surveys are designed for different purposes, they 
vary in coverage, content and definitions of terms. 
Following are some explanatory notes on the infor- 
mation contained in the present publication and the 
main differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
in Manufacturing 


General.— The annual survey, commenced in 
1946, obtains from establishments separate data on 
earnings and hours of work of men and women clas- 
sed aS wage-earners and as salaried employees in 
one week in the autumn of each year. Additional 
material has been collected as follows in the indi- 
cated years: 


1. Percentage distributions of male and female 
wage-earners by hours worked in the survey 
week, from 1946 to 1949, 1955, 1958 and 1965. 


2. Percentage distributions of male and female 
wage-earners and salaried employees by earnings 
in the week, in 1950, 1953, 1956, 1959 and 1964, 
interquartile and median earnings are published 
for Canada and the Provinces. 


3. Earnings and hours of general office and clerical 
workers, segregated in 1951, 1954, 1957, 1959, 
1960, 1963 to 1965 from data for administrative, 
professional, supervisory and other salaried 
employees. 


The survey was not conducted in 1961 and 1962 
but was resumed in 1963. 


Coverage. — Data are obtained from manufactur- 
ing establishments usually employing 15 or more 
persons that are operating in the survey week at 
the end of October. The number of employees for 
whom data are reported usually differs by around 
1 p.c. from the number reported in manufacturing in 
the corresponding monthly survey of employment and 
payrolls, and comprises approximately 90 p.c. of 
those reported by virtually all establishments in the 
annual census of manufactures. 


Establishment reports cover the plant, adminis- 
trative and related employees. Where a firm operates 
in more than one industry or area, separate reports 
are obtained for each operation if separate payroll 
Tecords are maintained. Separately-organized non- 
manufacturing operations, such as sales offices and 
force account construction, are excluded. 


Employees. — Establishments are asked to fur- 
nish material for all full-time, part-time and casual 
employees receiving pay in the survey week, except 
home-workers. Working proprietors, pensioners 
and staffs of separately-organized sales offices are 
excluded. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, shipping and maintenance staffs, and related 
employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, Supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
plant administration, as well as general office and 
clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are periodically segregated. 


Hours include full-time, short-time and overtime 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees for whom 
time records are not kept. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes time, 
piecework, and commission earnings, regularly-paid 
incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime 
earnings and payments to persons absent with pay 
in the survey week. 


Completion of the questionnaire. —Establish- 
ments differ to some extent in their classification 
of employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but insufficiently to affect significantly the 
general figures. Somewhat greater difficulty is 
experienced in distinguishing clerical and related 
workers from supervisory and professional staffs 
and there are sometimes differences in allocation 
of certain categories of workers in successive 
surveys. Instances occur where sales personnel 
previously reported in the survey are later excluded 
as separately-organized staffs. Changes in indus- 
trial classification of individual establishments may 
be made from time to time. While these factors may 
cause variations in the averages in comparatively 
small industry and area units, they rarely affect the 
year-to-year comparisons of the general figures. An 
exception is the change in definition of clerical 
workers made in 1959 which resulted in a substan- 
tial shift of salaried employees from the clerical to 
the residual or non-clerical category. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments co-operating in the an- 
nual survey are included in ‘‘Employment and Aver- 
age Weekly Wages and Salaries’’ and ‘‘Man-hours 
and Hourly Earnings’’, briefly described on the sec- 
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ond page of this publication. The same general def- 
initions of employees, hours, and earnings are used, 
and the averages for manufacturing in the October 
publications vary insignificantly from those obtained 
intheannualsurvey, as indicated below for October, 
1965,

Two factors are mainly responsible for existing 
differences between the two series: (1) The monthly 
surveys call for data for the last pay period in the 
month. When this period exceeds a week, the calcu- 
lated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and 
hours may differ from statistics accumulated from 
individual pay records for the annual survey week. 
The effect on the general average is slight, but 
tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas 
where longer pay periods are common, particularly 
if seasonal changes are in process. (2) The monthly 
reports on man-hours and wages relate only to 
wage-earners for whom records of hours are main- 
tained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, 
some pieceworkers and certain others not paid on 
an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 5 p.c. of 
the wage-earners. Comparability with the annual 
data is appreciably affected only in industries such 
as food and beverages, and in areas such as Saskat- 
chewan, where records of hours are not currently 
available for fairly substantial proportions of wage- 
earners. In addition to the above-mentioned points 
of difference, such factors as avoidance of strike 
periods in most cases in the annual survey and 
occasional changes in industrial classification or 
in reporting procedures subsequent to publication 
of the monthly statistics, may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two 
surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917, an annual census of manufacturing 
establishments has been taken by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, relating to practically all 
establishments in the industries surveyed and 
obtaining data on employment and payrolls in addi- 
tion to information regarding the physical quantity 
and value of the various products made, materials 


used, cost of fuel and electricity, inventories, etc. 
Data for working proprietors and firm members are 
included but not for sales personnel, workers en- 
gaged on new construction and, in some cases, head 
office and research staffs, particularly when they 
are located away from the plant. With these excep- 
tions, staffs reported as office and supervisory 
employees and as production workers generally 
correspond to salaried employees and wage-earners, 
respectively, as defined in the annual survey of 
earnings and hours. Numbers of men and women, but 
not their payrolls are reported separately. Office 
and supervisory employees are reported on the basis 
of an annual average, and production workers for the 
last pay period of each month and a12-month average 
calculated. Gross payrolls for the calendar year are 
provided, including year-end and infrequently paid 
bonuses, which are usually omitted from the annual 
survey covering the last week in October. 


Statistics obtained in the census of manufac- 


turing are published in ‘‘General Review of the — 


Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, and in ‘‘The 
Manufacturing Industries of Canada’’, which consist 
of a separate report on each province, and a geog- 
raphical distribution of manufacturing in Canada by 
provinces, counties, cities, etc. 


4. Annual Survey of Wage Rates and 
Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected annually from many thousands of manu- 
facturing establishments information on wage rates 
of time workers and straight time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative occu- 
pations of a non-supervisory nature. Results of the 
survey are published in the form of weighted aver- 
ages and predominant ranges of rates for typical 
occupations in numerous industries and of index 
numbers of average wage rates, in relatively fine 
industrial detail. Information on average weekly 
salaries in typical office occupations and on aver- 
age wage rates in maintenance and service occu- 
pations is published for 52 Canadian communities. 
Data on standard hours of work are also provided 


‘for most industries. 


This wage and salary information is included 
in the annual report ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a loose- 
leaf table service for the industries and communi- 
ties covered. These tables are later published as a 
bound volume. The monthly ‘‘Labour Gazette’’ also 
publishes information on employment, earnings, 
working conditions, terms of settlement in major 
collective agreements and related subjects.

COMMENTARY 


The 1966 survey of Earnings and Hours of 
Work in Manufacturing in the last week of October 
consists of data that have been collected and 
compiled on the basis of the revised 1960 Standard 
Industrial Classification. The manufacturing estab- 
lishments contacted were the same as for those 
covered in the monthly survey of employment, 
payrolls and man-hours. 


This survey is distinctive in that male and 
female salaried employees and wage-earners, their 
hours and their earnings are reported separately 
Data for salaried employees distinguish between 
clerical and related workers and other salaried 
(managerial, professional, Supervisory and _ other 
salaried) employees, 


Reporting establishments have been assigned 
to the appropriate industry according to the 1960 
Standard Industrial Classification manual for the 
years 1963, 1964, 1965 and 1966. A detailed 
description of the industrial groups identified in 
the publication by appropriate codes may be found 
in the S.I.C. Manual. 


The implementation of the New Establishment 
Concept has resulted in some change in the content 
of the manufacturing industries category. Activities 
formerly reported separately and even under dif- 
ferent industrial codes are now consolidated and 
included in the industry which represents the 
predominant activity, A more complete description 
of classification and conceptual changes recently 
effected as well as of the concepts and methods 
applied in this particular survey may be found in 
Descriptive Notes at the back of the publication. 


Earnings 


Average weekly wages and salaries as well as 
hourly earnings of wage-earners have increased in 
| manufacturing in both durable and non-durable 
goods. Increases have occurred in the survey 
period of each year since 1963 with the most 


pronounced changes taking place in the survey 
week of October 1966 in comparison with that of 
October 1965, 


In non-durables manufacturing, increases in 
average weekly wages within major industrial 
groups in the four-year period ranged from 25,4 
per cent in petroleum and coal products to 13.0 
per cent in food and beverages. Slaughtering and 
meat packing was unique in the food and beverages 
group having average weekly wages at a reduced 
level in October 1966 in comparison with October 
1965. Fewer overtime hours worked in large estab- 
lishments resulted in this situation. 


Petroleum and coal products establishments 
recorded sharply increased average weekly wages 
in October 1966 over the like period of the previous 
year. This was the result of an increase in average 
hourly earnings of 31 cents together with increased 
overtime worked during the 1966 period, Increases 
in earnings have been substantial in this grouping 
as well as in paper and allied products between 
each of the four successive survey weeks. 


In durable goods, increases in average weekly 
wages ranged from a high of 19.8 per cent in metal 
fabricating industries to a low of 12.6 per cent in 
transportation equipment over the four-year period. 
Wood products showed an overall increase of 18.4 
per cent during the four years. Wage-earners in this 
major industry group averaged earnings of $87.70 
in the last week of October 1966. This industry has 
the lowest average level of earnings in the durable 
goods sector. The highest level of earnings for 
wage-earners was recorded in primary metal indus- 
tries at $116.99 in October 1966. .The percentage 
increase in average weekly wages in primary metal 
industries over the four-year period at 15.3 per 
cent was relatively lower than the percentage 
increase in average weekly wages in wood products 
in the same period. 


In manufacturing, female employees earn rel- 
atively lower earnings than male employees in the 
same categories while percentage increases during 
the survey pericd from October 1963 to October 
1966 were somewhat higher for female employees

The province showing the highest level of 
earnings in all categories in each of the survey 
periods was British Columbia. 


Hours of Work 


In contrast with the gradual increase recorded 
in average earnings during recent survey weeks 
average hours of work have remained relatively 
constant with somewhat higher average weekly 
hours recorded in October of 1964 and 1965 than in 
October 1963 for both wage-earners and salaried 
employees. Reduced average hours were recorded 
for manufacturing as a whole and for both non- 
durables and durables for both categories of em- 
ployees in the last week of October 1966 as 
compared with the last week in October 1965. 


In non-durables manufacturing the average 
number of hours worked by wage-earners decreased 
between the October 1963 survey week and the 
corresponding week in October 1966 in all major 
industrial groups with the exception of paper and 
allied industries, printing, publishing and allied 
industries, petroleum and coal products and chem- 
icals and chemical products. In each of these 
cases the average weekly hours recorded in October 
1963 were only marginally lower than those in 
October 1966. Petroleum and coal products is the 
one exception and this is accounted for by overtime

worked in large refineries in the survey week of 
1966 resulting in average weekly hours of 43.9 
which exceed that recorded for previous years 
since 1963 in this industrial group. 


In durables the average weekly hours worked 


were lower for both wage-earners and salaried 
employees in October 1966 as compared with 
October 1963 in wood products, furniture and 


fixtures and transportation equipment. Metal fab- 
ticating industries reported precisely the same 
average weekly hours of 42.5 as both October 
1963 and October 1966 for wage-earners as opposed 
to an increased week of 43.0 and 43.1 hours in 
1964 and 1965 respectively. Motor vehicles is one 
major industry in the transportation equipment 
group which is regularly at an unusually high 
production period in the survey week but the length 
of the working week varies from year to year. For 
example, Windsor recorded a higher working week 
in October 1966 in comparison with that of the 
previous year largely as a result of overtime worked 
in the automotive plants at this particular time. 


There is not as great a difference in the 
number of hours worked by male and female salaried 
employees as is true in the case of wage-earners. 
Female employees in all categories generally work 
fewer hours per week than male employees. This 
is illustrated in the following table.

Employment appreciably higher than that recorded in earlier 


This survey covers approximately 91.5 per 
cent of the total employment in the manufacturing 
industries.* This is essentially a survey of earnings 
and hours of work in manufacturing rather than of 
employment. However, comparison of numbers of 
employees reported in each category, industrial 
group and locality in October 1966 is made with 
the knowledge that these are proportions of total 
reported employment only. 


Female employees comprise 23,9 per cent of 


total reported employment and this ratio is not 
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by Province and 


years. The increase in women known to have been 
employed in Canada in 1966 has largely been 
absorbed in the service industries rather than in 
manufacturing. 


Salaried employees form an increasing propor- 
tion of employees reported in manufacturing and in 
October 1966 comprised 26.1 per cent of the total. 
Within the salaried employee category, clerical 
workers are now a smaller proportion of total 
salaried employees than formerly largely as a result 
of increased education, automation and changing 
technological procedures within this industrial 
sector. Of clerical workers reported, female em- 
ployees have constituted an increasing proportion 
of the total over recent years.

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THE ANNUAL SURVEY OF EARNINGS AND HOURS IN MANUFACTURING 
AND RELATED SERIES 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of 
men and women working in manufacturing estab- 
lishments covers the last week of October, and 
provides data supplementing those already collect- 
ed in the Employment Section’s monthly surveys of 
employment, payrolls and man-hours. Related data 
are also obtained through the Census of Manufac- 
tures conducted by the Manufacturing and Primary 
Industries Division of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics and the survey of wage rates, salaries, 
and hours of labour conducted by the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. But since 
these are primarily designed to serve different pur- 
poses, they vary in coverage, content andthe defi- 
nitions of the various terms used. The following 
paragraphs provide information on the data contained 
in the present publication and highlight some of the 
areas of differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
of Work in Manufacturing 


General 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of 
work in manufacturing became a regular feature of 
the Employment Section in 1946 after the respon- 
sibility for conducting this survey was transferred 
thereto. This survey involves collection of Separate 
data on earnings and hours of work paid for, from 
manufacturing establishments, relating to a week 
in the autumn of each year, for male and female 
employees classified as wage-earners and salaried 
employees. Series compiled on the basis of addi- 
tional information collected through this survey 
are given below for the indicated year. 


(a2) Percentage distribution of male and female 
wage-earners by hours worked, or paid for, in 
the survey week, from 1946 to 1949, 1952, 1955, 
1958 and 1965. 


(b) Percentage distribution of male and female 
wage-earners and salaried employees’_ by 
earnings in the week, in‘1950, 1953, 1956, 1959 
and 1964. Interquartile and median earnings are 
published on national and provincial basis. 


(c) Earnings and hours of general office and cler- 
ical workers segregated in 1951, 1954, 1957, 
1959, 1960 and each year since 1963 from data 
for administrative, professional, supervisory 
and other salaried employees. 


The survey was not conducted in the years 
1961 and 1962 but was resumed in 1963. 


Coverage 


All manufacturing establishments employing 
20 or more persons in any month of the year are 
included in the scope of this enquiry. Although the 
total number of establishments covered in this 
annual survey constitutes only one third of the total 


establishments reporting to the Annual Census of 
Manufacturers conducted by the Manufacturing and 
Primary Industries Division, it covers approximately 
90 per cent of the total number of employees work- 
ing in the manufacturing industries of Canada. The 
difference in the employment total obtained from 
the annual survey of earnings and hours from that 
obtained as an average of monthly surveys regularly 
amounts to about 1 per cent. 


Commencing with the 1966 survey and reflected 
in the revised data for 1963, 1964 and 1965 employ- 
ment, earnings and hours data are based on the 
new concept of the establishment and the 1960 
Standard Industrial Classification. According to the 
latter, an ‘‘establishment’’ is defined as _ the 
smallest unit which is a separate operating entity 
capable of reporting all elements of basic industrial 
statistics including employment and payroll data. 
Activity reports for branches are segregated and 
allocated by geographical location. 


While under the 1948 classification system 
manufacturing industries were grouped into 17 
major industrial groupings, the revised classifica- 
tion system provides 20 major groupings in this 
area. Furniture and Fixture industries is a new 
grouping which includes the old furniture industry 
plus establishments manufacturing furniture which 
were formerly included with the metal and miscella- 
neous industry groups. 


Primary Metals, Metal Fabricating industries 
and Machinery industries (except electrical) are 
groupings according to the new classification 
system replacing the former Iron and Steel Products 
and Non-ferrous Metal Products industrial groupings. 
Changes within metal and machinery industries as 
well as within Electrical Products and Chemicals 
and Chemical Products groupings are complex. The 
resulting series must be regarded as being distinct 
from the previous series in content. It now conforms 
to those published in our monthly publications and 
in all publications in the Manufacturing and Primary 
Industries Division. 


The revised industrial classification system 
has resulted in some establishments formerly 
reporting to manufacturing being transferred to 
other categories. This has changed the industrial 
content of the Transportation Equipment Industry, 
particularly, since this grouping has been reduced by 
railway shops which now report as a sector of 
Transportation, Communication and Other Utilities. 
On balance, the change to the 1960 S.I.C. had no 
significant effect on the numbers of employees in 
manufacturing in total.? 


1 When assessing data published on the revised 
basis it should be kept in mind that the recapitulation — 
procedure used in tabulating information for the years 
prior to 1966 excluded those activities formerly reporting 
to industrial sectors other than manufacturing. 


Concepts and Definitions 


Employees. — The survey covers all full-time, 
part-time and casual wage-earners and salaried 
employees of reporting establishments who are 
paid for rendering current services or are on paid 
absence during the survey week. Casual employees 
working less than the equivalent of one ful] day in 
the survey week and other employees not receiving 
pay for any time during the reference period are not 
included. 


The ‘‘employee’’ concept excludes working 
owners and partners of unincorporated businesses 
and proprietors and other members of the board of 
directors of corporations (even if they are actively 
engaged in the operation of the establishment), 
home-workers, penSioners, and persons providing 
services to an establishment on the basis of a con- 
tract for services. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, 
route-drivers, shipping, delivery and maintenance 
staffs, and related employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen, directly responsible to the 
administration as well as general office and cler- 
ical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
statistics are segregated. 


Hours include full-time, short-time and over- 
time hours worked and any hours of paid absence 
in the week. Establishments are asked to estimate 
the hours as closely as possible for employees 
whose hours of work are not recorded, 


EarningS comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, 
Straight-time wages, piecework and commission 
earnings, regularly-paid incentive, cost-of-living 
and other bonuses, overtime earnings and payments 
to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The 
payroll concept does not include supplementary 
labour costs, operational costs or payments un- 
related to the survey week. Thus the data do not 
include such items as employer’s contributions to 
unemployment insurance, medical plans, workmen’s 
compensation, other welfare plans, the value of 
toom and board, compensation in kind, travelling 
expenses, retirement gratuities, or bonuses paid at 
irregular or infrequent intervals. 


Durable goods manufacturing industries include 
wood products, furniture and fixtures, primary 
metal industries, metal fabricating industries, 
machinery (except electrical), transportation equip- 
ment, electrical products and non-metallic mineral 
products. All other manufacturing industries are 
designated as non-durable goods. 


Completion of the Questionnaire. — Estab- 
lishments differ to some extent in their classifica- 
tion of employees as between wage-earners and

salaried staff but it is felt that this does not 
Significantly affect the validity of the data. Some- 
what greater difficulty is experienced in distin- 
guishing clerical and related workers from super- 
visory and professional staffs and certain categories 
of workers are known to be reported differently in 
successive surveys. While these factors may cause 
variations in the averages in comparatively small 
industry and area units, they rarely affect the year- 
to-year comparisons of the aggregate data. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments reporting to the annual 
survey of earnings and hours of work in manufac- 
turing are included in ‘‘Employment and Average 
Weekly Wages and Salaries’’ and ‘‘Man-hours and 
Hourly Earnings’’, briefly described on the second 
page of this publication. The same general defini- 
tions of employees, hours, and earnings are used, 
and the averages for manufacturing in the October 
publications vary very slightly from those obtained 
in the annual survey, as indicated below for

Two factors are largely responsible for the 
existing differences between the two _ series: 
(1) The monthly surveys call for data for the last 
pay period in the month. When this period exceeds 
a week, the calculated weekly equivalents of 
reported payrolls and hours may differ from statis- 
tics accumulated from individual pay records for 
the annual survey week. The effect on the overall 
averages is Slight, but tendsto be somewhat greater 
in industries or areas where longer pay periods are 
common, particularly if seasonal changes are in 
process. (2) The monthly reports on man-hours and 
wages relate only to wage-earners for whom records 
of hours are maintained, resulting in exclusion of 
most route-drivers, some pieceworkers and certain 
others not paid on an hourly basis, in all amounting 
to about 3 per cent of the wage-earners. Compar- 
ability with the annual data is appreciably affected 
only in industries such as food and beverages, and 
in areas such as Saskatchewan, where records of 
hours are not currently available for a fairly 
substantial proportion of wage-earners. In addition 
to the above-mentioned points of difference, such 
factors as the substitution of a selected normal 
week in order to avoid strike periods in the annual 
survey and occasional changes in_ industrial 


classification or in reporting procedures subsequent 
to publication of the monthly statistics may contrib- 
ute to some variations in the averages computed 
in the two surveys, particularly in small industry 
and area units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917 the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has conducted an annual Census of Manufactures. 
Data are collected on a wide range of inputs 
including employment, payroll and man-hours. These 
are collected together with output data on both 
manufacturirg and non-manufacturing activity. 


Since the adoption of the New Establishment 
Concept and the revision to the 1960 Standard 
Industrial Classification reporting entities have 
become more Standardized throughout the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 


Questions on owner-operator employment and 
withdrawals are included on the census questionnaire 
and these data are segregated from tabulations of 
employment and payrolls. Since 1956, data on 
man-hours have been incorporated in the census for 
productivity measurement purposes. In 1966, 
estimates of these data relating to executive and 
administrative staffs were collected as a supplement 
to information collected formerly. Man-hours data 
for both administrative staff and production workers 
are collected on a yearly basis. Information relating 
to the number of male and female employees, (but 
not to their payrolls), is reported separately in the 
annual Census of Manufactures reports. Executive, 
administrative and office staff are reported on the 
basis of an annual average whereas production and 
related employees are reported for the last pay 
period of each month. Gross payrolls for the year 
are reported for each class of emplovee. 


Statistics obtained from the annual Census of 
Manufactures are first published in the Manufac- 
turing and Primary Industries Division’s 135 indi- 
vidual industry reports.

4. Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 
collected annually from many thousands of manufac- 
turing establishments information on wage rates of 
time workers and Sstraight-time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative 
occupations of a non-sSupervisory nature. Results 
of the survey are published in the form of weighted 
averages and predominant ranges of rates for 
typical occupations in numerous industries and of 
index numbers of average wage rates, in relatively 
fine industrial detail. Information on average 
weekly salaries in typical office occupations and 
on average wage rates in maintenance and service 
occupations is published for 52 Canadian commu- 
nities. Data on standard hours of work are also 
provided for most industries. 


This wage and salary information is contained 
in the annual report entitled, ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries 
and Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a 
loose-leaf table service for the industries and 
communities covered. These tables are later 
published as a bound volume. The monthly Labour 
Gazette also publishes information on employment, 
earnings, working conditions, terms of settlement 
inemajor collective agreements and related subjects.

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COMMENTARY 


Earnings and Hours of Work in Manufacturing, Last 
Week in October, 1967. 


Average weekly earnings of all male employees 
reported in manufacturing in the last week of October 
1967 were $123.32. This represented an increase of 6.1 
p.c. over the figure for October 1966, and was 19.4 p.c. 
higher than in 1964, the earliest year for which com- 
parable data (based on the 1960 Standard Industrial 
Classification) are available. Part of the increase over the 
year in average weekly earnings resulted from a change 
in the proportion of wage-earners to total employees. 
Employment was lower in the survey week in October 
1967 as compared to October 1966 with the decrease 
occurring in wage-earners, whose earnings are lower than 
salaried employees. The average for all female employees 
was $67.26 in October 1967, an increase of 6.8 p.c. over 
1966 and 21.0 p.c. higher than in 1964. Females ac- 
counted for 23.6 p.c. of total employment in manufac- 
turing. With female earnings rising slightly more rapidly 
than male earnings over the period, the ratio of male to 
female average weekly earnings fell marginally from 1.88 
in 1964 to 1.83 in 1967. Average weekly hours of fe- 
male employees in October 1967 were 37.7 hours, as 
compared to 41.0 hours for male employees. 


Wage-earners 


Average weekly earnings of female wage-earners 
reported rose $4.98 from $58.01 in October 1966 to 
$62.99 in October 1967. This was the result of a 12-cent 
increase in average hourly earnings from $1.51 to $1.63; 
average weekly hours fell 0.5 hours from 38.4 to 37.9. 
Over the same period average weekly earnings of male 
wage-earners reported rose $6.15 from $105.45 to 
$111.60, as average hourly earnings increased by 17 
cents from $2.50 to $2.67. Average weekly hours fell 
0.4 hours from 42.2 to 41.8. The relative changes from 
1966 to 1967 in average hourly earnings for females and 
males were 7.9 and 6.8 p.c. respectively. 


Compared to October 1964, average hourly earn- 
ings of female and male wage-earners were higher by 
22.6 p.c. and 20.8 p.c. respectively. Average weekly 
hours for males were 0.8 hours lower and for females 0.9 
hours lower. The resultant levels of average weekly earn- 
ings in 1967 were 22.4 p.c. higher for females and 18.6 
p.c. higher for males than in 1964. The ratio of male-to- 
female average weekly earnings fell from 1.83 to 1.77. 


Salaried Employees 


Average weekly earnings of all female salaried 
employees reported increased $5.23 from $75.26 in 
October 1966 to $80.29 in October 1967, while average 


weekly hours fell slightly to 37.2 hours. Over the same 
period average weekly earnings of male salaried em- 
ployees rose $7.97 from $147.95 to $155.92, and aver- 
age weekly hours fell slightly to 38.6 hours. The relative 
gains in earnings of females and males were 6.7 p.c. and 
5.4 p.c. respectively. Compared to October 1964, female 
average weekly earnings were 20.7 p.c. higher and male 
average weekly earnings were 16.7 p.c. higher. The ratio 
of male to female average weekly earnings fell from 2.01 
to 1.94. Average weekly hours for both males and fe- 
males were 0.4 hours lower in 1967 than in 1964. 


Average weekly earnings of female clerical and 
related workers were $78.11 in October 1967 as com- 
pared to $120.01 for their male counterparts. Females 
accounted for approximately 50 p.c. of the total of 
clerical and related workers in manufacturing. Average 
weekly earnings of female salaried employees other than 
clerical and related workers stood at $101.07. The com- 
parable figure for males was $172.96. Females account- 
ed for slightly less than 5 p.c. of all other than clerical 
salaried employees. 


Provinces 


Average hourly earnings of female wage-earners in 
manufacturing ranged from $0.97 in Newfoundland to 
$1.94 in British Columbia. Average hourly earnings of 
male wage-earners in manufacturing ranged from $2.12 
in Nova Scotia to $3.18 in British Columbia. The ratio 
of male-to-female average hourly earnings ranged from 
1.54 in Alberta to 2.27 in Newfoundland. 


Compared to October 1966, the largest relative 
increase in average hourly earnings of female wage- 
earners was recorded in Nova Scotia (12.6 p.c.), the 
smallest in Saskatchewan (4.4 p.c.). The largest relative 
increase in average hourly earnings of male wage-earners 
was recorded in New Brunswick (11.0 p.c.), the smallest 
in Saskatchewan (5.7 p.c.). 


Average weekly earnings of female salaried em- 
ployees in manufacturing ranged from $61.13 in Nova 
Scotia to $82.00 in Ontario. Average weekly earnings of 
male salaried employees ranged from $127.81 in Nova 
Scotia to $167.84 in British Columbia. 


In the year-over-year comparison, the largest rela- 
tive increase in average weekly earnings of female sala- 
ried employees was recorded in Alberta (9.1 p.c.), the 
smallest in Nova Scotia (2.1 p.c.). The largest relative 
increase in average weekly earnings of male salaried 
employees was recorded in Alberta (8.3 p.c.), the 
smallest in New Brunswick (3.0 p.c.).

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THE ANNUAL SURVEY OF EARNINGS AND HOURS IN MANUFACTURING 
AND RELATED SERIES 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of 
men and women working in manufacturing estab- 
lishments covers the last week of October, and 
provides data supplementing those already collect- 
ed in the Employment Section’s monthly surveys of 
employment, payrolls and man-hours. Related data 
are also obtained through the Census of Manufac- 
tures conducted by the Manufacturing and Primary 
Industries Division of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics and the survey of wage rates, salaries, 
and hours of labour conducted by the Economics and 
Research Branch, Department of Labour. But Since 
these are primarily designed to serve different pur- 
poses, they vary in coverage, content and the defi- 
nitions of the various terms used. The following 
paragraphs provide information on the data contained 
in the present publication and highlight some of the 
areas of differences between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
of Work in Manufacturing 


General 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of 
work in manufacturing became a regular feature of 
the Employment Section in 1946 after the respon- 
sibility for conducting this survey was transferred 
thereto. This survey involves collection of Separate 
data on earnings and hours of work paid for, from 
manufacturing establishments, relating to a week 
in the autumn of each year, for male and female 
employees classified as wage-earners and salaried 
employees. Series compiled on the basis of addi- 
tional information collected through this survey 
are given below for the indicated year. 


(a) Percentage distribution of male and female 
wage-earners by hours worked, or paid for, in 
the survey week, from 1946 to 1949, 1952, 1955, 
1958 and 1965. 


(b) Percentage distribution of male and female 
wage-earners and salaried employees’ by 


earnings in the week, in 1950, 1953, 1956, 1959, 
1964 and 1967. 


(c) Earnings and hours of general office and cler- 
ical workers segregated in 1951, 1954, NOS: 
1959, 1960-and each year since 1963 from data 
for administrative, professional, supervisory 
and other salaried employees. 


The survey was not conducted in the years 
1961 and 1962 but was resumed in 1963. 


Coverage 


All manufacturing establishments employing 
20 or more persons in any month of the year are 
included in the scope of this enquiry. Although the 
total number of establishments covered in this 
annual survey constitutes only one third of the total 


establishments reporting to the Annual Census of 
Manufacturers conducted by the Manufacturing and 
Primary Industries Division, it covers approximately 
90 per cent of the total number of employees work- 
ing in the manufacturing industries of Canada. The 
difference in the employment total obtained from 
the annual survey of earnings and hours from that 
obtained as an average of monthly surveys regularly 
amounts to about 1 per cent. 


Commencing with the 1966 survey and reflected 
in the revised data for 1963, 1964 and 1965 employ- 
ment, earnings and hours data are based on the 
new concept of the establishment and the 1960 
Standard Industrial Classification. According to the 
latter, an ‘‘establishment’’ is defined as _ the 
smallest unit which is a separate operating entity 
capable of reporting all elements of basic industrial 
statistics including employment and payroll data. 
Activity reports for branches are segregated and 
allocated by geographical location. 


While under the 1948 classification system 
manufacturing industries were grouped into 17 
major industrial groupings, the revised classifica- 
tion system provides 20 major groupings in this 
area. Furniture and Fixture industries is a new 
grouping which includes the old furniture industry 
plus establishments manufacturing furniture which 
were formerly included with the metal and miscella- 
neous industry groups. 


Primary Metals, Metal Fabricating industries 
and Machinery industries (except electrical) are 
groupings according to the new classification 
system replacing the former Iron and Steel Products 
and Non-ferrous Metal Products industrial groupings. 
Changes within metal and machinery industries as 
well as within Electrical Products and Chemicals 
and Chemical Products groupings are complex. The 
resulting series must be regarded as being distinct 
from the previous series in content. It now conforms 
to those published in our monthly publications and 
in all publications in the Manufacturing and Primary 
Industries Division. 


The revised industrial classification system 
has resulted in -ssome establishments formerly 
reporting to manufacturing being transferred to 
other categories. This has changed the industrial 
content of the Transportation Equipment Industry, 
particularly, since this grouping has been reduced by 
railway shops which now report as a sector of 
Transportation, Communication and Other Utilities. 
On balance, the change to the 1960 S.I.C. had no 
significant effect on the numbers of employees in 
manufacturing in total. 


1 When assessing data published on the revised 
basis it should be kept in mind that the recapitulation 
procedure used in tabulating information for the years 
prior to 1966 excluded those activities formerly reporting 
to industrial sectors other than manufacturing. 
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Concepts and Definitions 


Employees. —The survey covers all full-time, 
part-time and casual wage-earners and salaried 
employees of reporting establishments who are 
paid for rendering current services or are on paid 
absence during the survey week. Casual employees 
working less than the equivalent of one full day in 
the survey week and other employees not receiving 
pay for any time during the reference period are not 
included. 


The ‘‘employee’’ concept excludes working 
owners and partners of unincorporated businesses 
and proprietors and other members of the board of 
directors of corporations (even if they are actively 
engaged in the operation of the establishment), 
home-workers, penSioners, and persons providing 
services to an establishment on the basis of a con- 
tract for Services. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, 
route-drivers, shipping, delivery and maintenance 
staffs, and related employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admin- 
istrative, Supervisory and professional personnel, 
and travelling salesmen, directly responsible to the 
administration as well as general office and cler- 
ical workers in the office and plant, for whom 
Statistics are segregated, 


Hours include full-time, short-time and over- 
time hours worked and any hours of paid absence 
in the week. Establishments are asked to estimate 
the hours as closely as possible for employees 
whose hours of work are not recorded. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, 
before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, 
Straight-time wages, piecework and commission 
earnings, regularly-paid incentive, cost-of-living 
and other bonuses, overtime earnings and payments 
to persons absent with pay in the survey week. The 
payroll concept does not include supplementary 
labour costs, operational costs or payments un- 
related to the survey week. Thus the data do not 
include such items as employer’s contributions to 
unemployment insurance, medical plans, workmen’s 
compensation, other welfare plans, the value of 
toom and board, compensation in kind, travelling 
expenses, retirement gratuities, or bonuses paid at 
irregular or infrequent intervals. 


Durable goods manufacturing industries include 
wood products, furniture and fixtures, primary 
metal industries, metal fabricating industries, 
Machinery (except electrical), transportation equip- 
ment, electrical products and non-metallic mineral 
products. All other manufacturing industries are 
designated as non-durable goods. 


Completion of the Questionnaire. — Estab- 
lishments differ to some extent in their classifica- 
tion of employees as between wage-earners and 


salaried staff but it is felt that this does not 
Significantly affect the validity of the data. Some- 
what greater difficulty is experienced in distin- 
guishing clerical and related workers from super- 
visory and professional staffs and certain categories 
of workers are known to be reported differently in 
successive surveys. While these factors may cause 
variations in the averages in comparatively small 
industry and area units, they rarely affect the year- 
to-year comparisons of the aggregate data. 


2. Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments reporting to the annual 
survey of earnings and hours of work in manufac- 
turing are included in ‘‘Employment and Average 
Weekly Wages and Salaries’’ and ‘‘Man-hours and 
Hourly Earnings’’, briefly described on the second 
page of this publication. The same general defini- 
tions of employees, hours, and earnings are used, 
and the averages for manufacturing in the October 
publications vary very slightly from those obtained 
in the annual survey, as indicated below for 
October, 1966.

Two factors are largely responsible for the 
existing differences between the two. series: 
(1) The monthly surveys call for data for the last 
pay period in the month. When this period exceeds 
a week, the calculated weekly equivalents of 
reported payrolls and hours may differ from statis- 
tics accumulated from individual pay records for 
the annual survey week. The effect on the overall 
averages is slight, but tendsto be somewhat greater 
in industries or areas where longer pay periods are 
common, particularly if seasonal changes are in 
process. (2) The monthly reports on man-hours and 
wages relate only to wage-earners for whom records 
of hours are maintained, resulting in exclusion of 
most route-drivers, some pieceworkers and certain 
others not paid on an hourly basis, in all amounting 
to about 3 per cent of the wage-earners. Compar- 
ability with the annual data is appreciably affected 
only in industries such as food and beverages, and 
in areas such as Saskatchewan, where records of 
hours are not currently available for a fairly 
substantial proportion of wage-earners. In addition 
to the above-mentioned points of difference, such 
factors as the substitution of a selected normal 
week in order to avoid strike periods in the annual 
survey and occasional changes in _ industrial

classification or in reporting procedures subsequent 
to publication of the monthly statistics may contrib- 
ute to some variations in the averages computed 
in the two surveys, particularly in small industry 
and area units. 


3. Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917 the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has conducted an annual Census of Manufactures. 
Data are collected on a wide range of inputs 
including employment, payroll and man-hours. These 
are collected together with output data on both 
manufacturirg and non-manufacturing activity. 


Since the adoption of the New Establishment 
Concept and the revision to the 1960 Standard 
Industrial Classification reporting entities have 
become more standardized throughout the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 


Questions on owner-operator employment and 
withdrawals are included on the census questionnaire 
and these data are segregated from tabulations of 
employment and payrolls. Since 1956, data on 
man-hours have been incorporated in the census for 
productivity measurement purposes. In 1966, 
estimates of these data relating to executive and 
administrative staffs were collected as a supplement 
to information collected formerly. Man-hours data 
for both administrative staff and production workers 
are collected on a yearly basis. Information relating 
to the number of male and female employees, (but 
not to their payrolls), is reported separately in the 
annual Census of Manufactures reports. Executive, 
administrative and office staff are reported on the 
basis of an annual average whereas production and 
related employees are reported for the last pay 
period of each month. Gross payrolls for the year 
are reported for each class of employee. 


Statistics obtained from the annual Census of 
Manufactures are first published in the Manufac- 
turing and Primary Industries Division’s 135 indi- 
vidual industry reports.

4. Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour 
Since 1901, the Department of Labour has 


collected annually from many thousands of manufac- 
turing establishments information on wage rates of 
time workers and straight-time earnings of piece 
and other incentive workers in representative 
occupations of a non-Supervisory nature. Results 
of the survey are published in the form of weighted 
averages and predominant ranges of rates for 
typical occupations in numerous industries and of 
index numbers of average wage rates, in relatively 
fine industrial detail. Information on average 
weekly salaries in typical office occupations and 
on average wage rates in maintenance and service 
occupations is published for 52 Canadian commu- 
nities. Data on standard hours of work are also 
provided for most industries. 


This wage and salary information is contained 
in the annual report entitled, ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries 
and Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a 
loose-leaf table service for the industries and 
communities covered. These tables are later 
published as a bound volume. The monthly Labour 
Gazette also publishes information on employment, 
earnings, working conditions, terms of settlement 
in major collective agreements and related subjects.

1. Introduction 


Statistics in this report are based on a 33 1/3 per cent sample of large establishments(1) in 
manufacturing. The reference period for the survey was the last week of October 1968. Wherever data 
are compared with the preceding year or over a longer period, an underlying assumption is that the re- 
ference week represents a typical week. 


2. Wage-earners in Manufacturing 


2.1 Sex Distribution 


The estimate(2) of 1,056,521 wage-earners in manufacturing in the last week of October 1968 
comprised 819,092 male employees and 237,429 female employees. Males accounted for 77.5 p.c. of wage- 
earners in manufacturing.

Table A indicates that the proportion of males was lower than the national average in Quebec 
and Manitoba. The proportion of females ranged from 8.9 p.c. in British Columbia to 27.0 p.c. in. 
Quebec. The difference in the proportion of males and females in wage-earning occupations is deter- 
mined by the mix of manufacturing industries within a specific province. There are in Quebec several 
industries which employ a large number of women and are important; for example, 80.0 p.c. of wage- 
earners in clothing, 59.1 p.c. in knitting mills and 56.2 p.c. in tobacco processing were women. 
British Columbia is characterized by the predominance of industries which employ large numbers of 
men. Another example is Manitoba where the clothing industry employing 87.0 p.c. women contributes 
to the raising of female average to 26.9 p.c. 


2.2. Hours and Earnings 


Average weekly earnings of male wage-earners for Canada increased from $111.60 in October 1967 
to $120.34 in October 1968(3). The gain of $8.74 or 7.8 p.c., shown in Table B resulted from a 21-cent 
increase in average hourly earnings from $2.67 to $2.88 with average weekly hours falling 0.1 hours from 
41.8 to 41.7 hours. Average weekly earnings of female wage-earners rose $3.27 or 5.2 p.c. from $62.99 
to $66.26 over the same period as average hourly earnings increased 11 cents from $1.63 to $1.74 and 
average weekly hours, 0.2 hours from 37.9 to 38.1 hours. 


All provinces except Newfoundland reported higher average weekly earnings for male wage-earners 
in October 1968. In Newfoundland a decrease of $1.03 or 1.1 p.c. resulted from a 2.4 hour decrease in 
average weekly hours that offset a gain of 10 cents in average hourly earnings. Average weekly earnings 
in Newfoundland, therefore, fell from $93.87 to $92.84. The major contributory factor, as depicted by 
the data for the reference week, was 2.1 hours reduction in average weekly hours in paper and allied 
industries. The largest increase in average weekly earnings of male wage-earners occurred in Saskat- 
chewan where these earnings rose $14.59 or 14.0 p.c. from $104.31 to $118.90 reflecting a 37-cent in- 
crease in average hourly earnings. The increase for Saskatchewan resulted from above-average activity

specifically in the pulp and paper and meat products industries. The smallest increase was recorded 
in New Brunswick which reported a gain of 67 cents or 0.7 p.c. from $96.02 to $96.69 as average hourly 
earnings rose 8 cents and average weekly hours fell 1.2 hours. Most provinces recorded higher average { 
weekly earnings for female wage-earners in October 1968. The largest increase in average weekly earn- 
ings of female wage-earners occurred in British Columbia which reported a gain of $6.59 or 9.8 p.c. 
from $67.03 to $73.62 with average hourly earnings rising 16 cents and average weekly hours, 0.4 hours. 
The smallest increase was recorded in Ontario which increased $3.86 or 5.9 p.c. from $65.79 to $69.65 
with average hourly earnings rising 10 cents and average weekly hours decreasing 0.1 hours. 


2.3 Growth over Five Years 


Table C shows growth rates of average weekly earnings for male and female wage-earners in man- ~ 
ufacturing over a five-year period covering the years from October 1963 to October 1968. During this

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period, average weekly earnings of male wage-earners for Canada grew at an annual average rate of 6.0 
p.-c. Average weekly earnings of female wage-earners rose at an annual average rate of 6.1 p.c. Saskat- 
chewan at 7.1 p.c., British Columbia, 6.2 p.c. and Ontario, 6.1 p.c. grew more rapidly in terms of male 
average weekly earnings than the national average of 6.0 p.c. Growth rates for the remaining provinces 
ranged from 4.1 per cent in Nova Scotia to 5.7 per cent in Quebec and Manitoba. Female average weekly 
earnings grew at a faster rate than the national average in Quebec, 6.4 per cent and Manitoba, 6.2 per 
cent. The remaining provinces ranged from 3.2 per cent in Newfoundland to 6.1 per cent in British 
Columbia. The data show that female average weekly earnings grew more rapidly than male average weekly 
earnings in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba and Alberta.

3. Salaried Employees in Manufacturing 


3.1 Sex Distribution 


The estimate of 468,181 employees paid on a salary basis in manufacturing in the last week of 
October 1968 consisted of 216,587 clerical and related workers and 251,594 other employees classified 
as executive, professional, managerial, supervisory, technical and travelling salesmen employees. 
Clerical and related workers, therefore, contributed 46.3 per cent of employees receiving salaries while 
employees other than clerical and related workers comprised 53.7 per cent. The proportion of male em- 
ployees in the 'clerical and related workers' group was 47.7 p.c. but 95.0 p.c. in the group ‘other than 
clerical and related workers'. Females comprised 52.3 per cent of clerical and related workers and Slt 
per cent of the ‘other than clerical and related workers' group. 


The data in Table D show that in the ‘clerical and related workers' group, the proportion of 
males and females was generally consistent between provinces and Canada. The exceptions were Newfound- 
land, where males formed 64.5 per cent and females 35.5 per cent of these employees and Alberta, where 
males contributed 74.9 per cent and females 25.1 per cent. In the group ‘other than clerical and re- 
lated workers' all provinces were consistent with Canada in terms of the proportionality of male and 
female employees.

3.2 Hours and Earnings 


The data in Table E show that average weekly earnings of male salaried employees rose $7.64 or 
4.9 per cent from $155.92 in October 1967 to $163.56 in October 1968 with male ‘clerical and related 
workers' showing an increase of $6.04 or 5.0 per cent from $120.01 to $126.05 and male employees ‘other 
than clerical and related workers' an increase of $6.62 or 4.0 per cent from $172.96 to $179.58. Aver- 
age weekly earnings of female salaried employees increased $3.27 or 4.1 per cent from $80.29 in October 
1967 to $83.56 in October 1968 with female ‘clerical and related workers' rising $3.88 or 5.0 per cent 


from $78.11 to $81.99 and ‘other than clerical and related workers', $4.31 or 4.3 per cent from $101.07 
bo SL05.38. 


Reviewing the provincial pattern, all provinces showed higher average weekly earnings for male 
salaried employees in October 1968 except Newfoundland where the net effect of a decrease of $1.72 or 
1.3 per cent was caused by a larger decline in the group ‘other than clerical and related workers' than 
the increase in the 'clerical and related workers' group. All provinces recorded higher average weekly 
earnings for female salaried employees in October 1968 with increases ranging from $6.79 or 9.2 per cent 
in Alberta to $0.69 or 1.1 per cent in Newfoundland. In the province of New Brunswick, average weekly 
earnings in the 'clerical and related workers’ group dropped on account of reduced average weekly hours. 


In the case of British Columbia, the increase of $12.48 in male average weekly earnings was 
primarily the contribution of wood products and metal fabricating industries. The data on hours show 
that most provinces reported fewer hours worked in October 1968 than October 1967. The exceptions were 
male and female salaried employees in Newfoundland and male employees in Nova Scotia.

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3.3 Growth Over Five Years 


During the five year period for which data are presented in Table F, average weekly earnings of 
male salaried employees for Canada rose at an annual average rate of 4.9 per cent. Average weekly 
earnings of female employees grow at an annual average rate of 5.4 per cent. The data show more rapid 
rates of growth for male and female employees in the 'clerical and related workers' group, 5.9 per cent 
and 5.5 per cent, respectively, and less rapid rates of growth for male and female employees in the 
‘other than clerical and related workers' group, 3.9 per cent and 4.7 per cent, respectively. 


Average weekly earnings grew faster than the national average for male employees in British 
Columbia, 5.6 per cent, Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 5.3 per cent and Ontario, 5.1 per cent. A similar 
pattern was observed for female employees in Alberta, 6.4 per cent, Manitoba, 6.3 per cent, British 
Columbia, 6.1 per cent, Quebec and Saskatchewan, 6.0 per cent and Ontario, 5.6 per cent. All provinces 
showed larger rates of growth in average weekly earnings for male ‘clerical and related workers' than 
for male employees in the ‘other than clerical and related workers' group. For salaried employees as 
a whole, the growth rates for female employees were consistently higher than for males leading to a 
narrowing of the gap in average weekly earnings. However, the reverse was true in most provinces among 
clerical and related workers. 


4. General Summary 


The foregoing analysis dealt with wage-earners and salaried employees in two separate sections. 
Considering the two together, the following general conclusions emerged: 


(a) Over the year, there was a slight increase in the proportion of females employed in relation to 
males. 


(b) Average weekly earnings between October 1967 and October 1968 followed an upward trend. The 
magnitude of increase was relatively higher for wage-earners. Both among the wage-earners and | 
salaried employees, males had a larger share of the gains. | 


(c) The five-year growth rate in average weekly earnings was generally higher for females than for 
males among both wage-earners and salaried employees.

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THE ANNUAL SURVEY OF EARNINGS AND HOURS IN MANUFACTURING 


AND RELATED SERIES 


Descriptive Notes 


1, Introduction 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men and women working in manufacturing establishments 
covers the last week of October and provides data supplementing those already collected in the Employment 
Section's monthly surveys of employment, payrolls and man-hours, Related data are also obtained through 
the Census of Manufacturers conducted by the Manufacturing and Primary Industries Division of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the survey of wage rates, salaries, and hours of labour conducted by 
the Economics and Research Branch, Department of Labour. But since these are primarily designed to 
serve different purposes, they vary in coverage, content and the definitions of the various terms used. 
The following paragraphs provide information on the data contained in the present publication and 
highlight some of the areas of difference between it and the other series, 


2, The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours of Work in Manufacturing 


2.1 General 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of work in manufacturing became a regular feature 
of the Employment Section in 1946 after the responsibility for conducting this survey was trans- 
ferred thereto, This survey involves collection of separate data on earnings :ad hours of work 
paid for, from manufacturing establishments, relating to the last week in October of each year, for 
male and female employees classified as wage-earners and salaried employees, Earnings and hours of 
general office and clerical workers are segregated from data for administrative, professional, 
supervisory and other salaried employees. 


The survey was not conducted in the years 1961 and 1962 but was resumed in 1963, 


2.2 Methodology and Coverage 


The 1968 survey, as distinct from the earlier annual surveys of Earnings and Hours in 
Manufacturing, collected data from a sample of establishments, The universe for drawing a 
33 1/3 p.c. sample was all manufacturing establishments employing 20 or more persons in any month 
of the year. Statistics in this report, therefore, represent estimated values. In respect of 
details in industrial breakdowns, data relate to the 20 major groups of the Standard Industrial 
Classification, Geographical details in this report are limited to the two metropolitan urban 
areas of Montreal and Toronto, in addition to the Canada and provincial level data, 


Although the total number of establishments in the universe for this annual survey consti- 
tutes only one third of the total establishments reporting to the Annual Census of Manufacturers 
conducted by the Manufacturing and Primary Industries Division, it covers approximately 90 per cent 
of the total number of employees working in the manufacturing industries of Canada, The difference 
in the employment total obtained from the annual survey of earnings and hours from that obtained as 
an average of monthly surveys regularly amounts to about 1 per cent, 


Employment, earnings and hours data are based on the concept of the establishment and the 
1960 Standard Industrial Classification, According to the latter, an "establishment" is defined 
as the smallest unit which is a separate operating entity capable of reporting all elements of basic 
industrial statistics including employment and payroll data, Activity reports for branches are 
segregated and allocated by geographical location, 


2.3 Concepts and Definitions 
Employees - The survey covers all full-time, part-time and casual wage-earners and salaried 


employees of reporting establishments who are paid for rendering current services or are on paid 
absence during the survey week, Casual employees working less than the equivalent of one full day

in the survey week and other employees not receiving pay for any time during the reference period 
are not included, 


The "employees" concept excludes working owners and partners of unincorporated business and 
proprietors and other members of the board of directors of corporations (even if they are actively 
engaged in the operation of the establishment), home-workers, pensioners, and persons providing 
services to an establishment on the basis of a contract for services. 


Wage-earners are defined as production and ancillary workers, including working foremen, 
route-drivers, shipping, delivery and maintenance staffs, and related employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, administrative, supervisory and professional per- 
sonnel, and travelling salesmen, directly responsible to the administration as well as general 
office and clerical workers in the office and plant, for whom statistics are segregated, 


Hours include full-time, short-time and over-time hours worked and any hours of paid absence 
in the week, Establishments are asked to estimate the hours as closely as possible for employees 
* whose hours of work are not recorded, 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, before deductions for taxes, unemployment insur- 
ance contributions, etc, Gross pay includes salaries, straight-time wages, piecework and commission 
earnings, regularly-paid incentive, cost-of-living and other bonuses, overtime earnings and payments 
to persons absent with pay in the survey week, The payroll concept does not include supplementary 
labour costs, operational costs or payments unrelated to the survey week. Thus the data do not 
include such items as employer's contributions to unemployment insurance, medical plans, workmen's 
compensation, other welfare plans, the value of room and board, compensation in kind, travelling 
expenses, retirement gratuities, or bonuses paid at irregular or infrequent intervals, 


Durable goods manufacturing industries include wood products, furniture and fixtures, 
primary metal industries, metal fabricating industries, machinery (except electrical), transpor- 
tation equipment, electrical products and non-metallic mineral products, All other manufacturing 
industries are designated as non-durable goods, 


Completion of the Questionnaire - Establishments differ to some extent in their classifica- 
tion of employees as between wage-earners and salaried staff but it is felt that this does not 
significantly affect the validity of the data. Somewhat greater difficulty is experienced in 
distinguishing clerical and related workers from supervisory and professional staffs and certain 
categories of workers are known to be reported differently in successive surveys. While these 
factors may cause variations in the averages in comparatively small industry and area units, they 
rarely affect the year-to-year comparisons of the aggregate data, 


3. The Monthly Surveys of Employment, Payrolls and Man-hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the manufacturing establishments reporting to the 
annual survey of earnings and hours of work in manufacturing are included in "Employment and Average 
Weekly Wages and Salaries" and 'Man-hours and Hourly Earnings", briefly described on the second page 
of this publication. The same general definitions of employees, hours, and earnings are used and the 
averages for manufacturing in the October publications vary very slightly from those obtained in the 
annual survey, as indicated below for October 1968.

Two factors are largely responsible for the existing differences between the two series: 


(1) The monthly surveys call for data for the last pay period in the month, When this period 
exceeds a week, the calculated weekly equivalents of reported payrolls and hours may differ from 
statistics accumulated from individual pay records for the annual survey week, The effect on 
the overall averages is slight, but tends to be somewhat greater in industries or areas where 
longer pay periods are common, particularly if seasonal changes are in process, 


(2) The monthly reports on man-hours and wages relate only to wage-earners for whom records of 
hours are maintained, resulting in exclusion of most route-drivers, some pieceworkers and certain 
others not paid on an hourly basis, in all amounting to about 3 per cent of the wage-earners,. 
Comparability with the annual data is appreciably affected only in industries such as food and 
beverages, and in areas such as Saskatchewan, where records of hours are not currently available 
for a fairly substantial proportion of wage-earners, In addition to the above-mentioned points 
of difference, such factors as the substitution of a selected normal week in order to avoid 
strike periods in the annual survey and occasional changes in industrial classification or in 
reporting procedures subsequent to publication of the monthly statistics may contribute to some 
variations in the averages computed in the two surveys, particularly in small industry and area 
units, 


4, The Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917 the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has conducted an annual Census of Manufactures. 
Data are collected on a wide range of inputs including employment, payroll and man-hours, These are 
collected together with output data on both manufacturing and non-manufacturing activity. 


Since the adoption of the New Establishment Concept and the revision to the 1960 Standard 
Industrial Classification reporting entities have become more standardized throughout the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, 


Questions on owner-operator employment and withdrawals are included on the census questionnaire 
and these data are segregated from tabulations of employment and payrolls. Since 1956, data on man- 
hours have been incorporated in the census for productivity measurement purposes. In 1966, estimates 
of these data relating to executive and administrative staffs were collected as a supplement to in- 
formation collected formerly. Man-hours data for both administrative staff and production workers are 
collected on a yearly basis, Information relating to the number of male and female employees, (but not 
to their payrolls), is reported separately in the annual Census of Manufactures reports, Executive, 
administrative and office staff are reported on the basis of an annual average whereas production and 
related employees are reported for the last pay period of each month, Gross payrolls for the year are 
reported for each class of employee, 


Statistics obtained from the annual Census of Manufactures are first published in the Manufac- 
turing and Primary Industries Division's 135 individual industry reports,

5. The Survey of Wage Rates, Salaries and Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has collected annually from many thousands of manufacturing 
establishments information on wage rates of time workers and straight-time earnings of piece and other 
incentive workers in representative occupations of a non-supervisory nature, Results of the survey are 
published in the form of weighted averages and predominant ranges of rates for typical occupations in 
numerous industries and of index numbers of average wage rates, in relatively fine industrial detail. 
Information on average weekly salaries in typical office occupations and on average wage rates in main- 
tenance and service occupations is published for 52 Canadian communities, Data on standard hours of 
work are also provided for most industries, 


This wage and salary information is contained in the annual report entitled, "Wage Rates, 
Salaries and Hours of Labour'' which is published as a loose-leaf table service for the industries and 
communities covered, These tables are later published as a bound volume, The monthly Labour Gazette 
also publishes information on employment, earnings, working conditions, terms of settlement in major 
collective agreements and related subjects.

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COMMENTARY 


Earnings and Hours of Work in Manufacturing, Last 
Week in October, 1969 


Average weekly earnings of all male employees 
reported in manufacturing in the last week of October 
1969 were $142.36 as compared to $133.08 in October 
1968. This gain of $9.28 represented an increase of 
7.0 p.c. over 1968 and 22.5 p.c. from 1966. The 
average for all females, who accounted for 23.8 p.c., 
of total employment in manufacturing, was $72.25 
in October 1969. This was a rise of 8.8 p.c. from 
1968 and was 24.8 p.c. higher than the 1966 level, 
With female earnings rising more rapidly than male 
earnings over the period, the ratio of male-to-female 
average weekly earnings fell slightly from 1.85 to 
1.81 in 1969. 


In 1969 average weekly hours for women were 
37.6 compared to 40.7 for men. For both male and 
female employees reported, these levels are 0.1 
hours lower than the 1968 level. From 1966 average 
weekly hours have decreased from 38.1 hours for 
women and 41.3 hours for men. Over the four-year 
period, the difference in levels of average weekly 
hours between male and female employees has nar- 
rowed, indicating a relatively greater decline in 
average weekly hours for male employees reported. 


Wage-earners 


Female wage-earners recorded a 9.3 p.c. rise of 
$6.13 to $72.39 from October 1968. This change 
reflects an 18-cent increase in average hourly earn- 
ings from $1.74 to $1.92 which more than offset a 
0.3-hour decline in average weekly hours from 38.1 
hours to 37.8 hours. Over the same period average 
weekly wages of male wage-earners reported at 
$129.35 were $9.01 or 7.3 p.c. higher than the 1968 
level of $120.34. This was the result of a 24-cent 
gain in average hourly earnings from $2.88 to $3.12; 
average weekly hours fell 0.3 hours from 41.7 to 
41.4. 


Compared to October 1966 average hourly earn- 
ings of female and male wage-earners were higher 
by 27.2 p.c. and 24.8 p.c., respectively. Lower 
average weekly hours of 0.6 hours and 0.8 hours 
were recorded for females and males, respectively. 
The resultant levels of average weekly earnings in 
1969 were 24.8 p.c. higher for females and 22.7 p.c. 
higher for males than in 1966. The ratio of male-to- 
female average weekly earnings fell from 1.82 to 
Sk 


Salaried Employees 


Average weekly earnings of female salaried 
employees increased $9.30 from $83.56 in October 
1968 to $92.86 in October 1969; average weekly 


hours rose 0.3 hours to 37.3. Over the same period 
average weekly earnings of all male salaries em- 
ployees reported at $178.60 were $15.04 higher than 
the 1968 level of $163.56, and average weekly hours 
rose 0.3 hours to 38.8 hours, The relative gains in 
earnings of females and males were 11.1 p.c. and 
9.2 p.c., respectively. Compared to 1966 female 
average weekly earnings were 23.4 p.c. higher and 
male average weekly earnings, 20.7 p.c. higher. The 
ratio of male-to-female average weekly earings 
dropped from 1.97 to 1.92. Average weekly hours for 
males showed no change from 1966; for females, 
were 0.1 hours lower. 


In the clerical andrelated workers group, average 
weekly earnings of females were $90.39 in October 
1968 compared to $142.50 for males. Women made up 
approximately 50 p.c. of the total of clerical and 
related workers in manufacturing, Average weekly 
earnings of female salaried employees other than 
clerical and related were $114.98 in comparison 
to $195.66 for males. About 5 p.c. of the other than 
clerical salaried employees were composed of women, 


Provinces 


Female wage-earners’ levels of average hourly 
earnings ranged from $1.22 in Newfoundland to $2.26 
in British Columbia. For male wage-earners, the 
lowest level of average hourly earnings was recorded 
in Nova Scotia ($2.46); the highest in British 
Columbia ($3.71). The ratio of male-to-female aver- 
age hourly earnings ranged from 1.53 in Quebec to 
2.20 in Newfoundland. 


Compared to October 1968 the largest relative 
increase in female average hourly earnings was 
recorded in Newfoundland (24.5 p.c.), the smallest 
in Saskatchewan (3.3 p.c.). The largest relative 
increase in average hourly earnings of male wage- 
earners was recorded in Nova Scotia (24.5 p.c.), the 
smallest in Saskatchewan (5.1 p.c.). 


Average weekly earnings of female salaried 
employees in manufacturing ranged from $74.78 in 
New Brunswick to $94.43 in Quebec. Average weekly 
earnings of male salaried employees ranged from 
$140.94 in Newfoundland to $193.44 in British 
Columbia. 


In the year-over-year comparison, the largest 
relative increase in average weekly earnings of 
female salaried employees was recorded in New- 
foundland (23.3 p.c.), the smallest in British 
Columbia (7.2 p.c.). The largest relative increase 
in average weekly earnings of male salaried em- 
ployees was recorded in Nova Scotia (13.2 p.c.), 
the smallest in Ontario (8.0 p.c.).

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THE ANNUAL SURVEY OF EARNINGS AND HOURS IN MANUFACTURING 
AND RELATED SERIES 


Descriptive Notes 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of men 
and women working in manufacturing establishments 
covers the last week of October and provides data 
supplementing those already collected in the Em- 
ployment Section’s monthly surveys of employment, 
payrolls and man-hours. Related data are also ob- 
tained through the Census of Manufactures conducted 
by the Manufacturing and Primary Industries Division 
of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and the survey 
of wage rates, salaries, and hours of labour con- 
ducted by the Economics and Research Branch, 
Department of Labour. But since these are primarily 
designed to serve different purposes, they vary in 
coverage, content and the definitions of the various 
terms used. The following paragraphs provide in- 
formation on the data contained in the present pub- 
lication and highlight some of the areas of difference 
between it and the other series. 


1. The Annual Survey of Earnings and Hours 
of Work in Manufacturing 


General 


The annual survey of earnings and hours of 
work in manufacturing became a regular feature of 
the Employment Section in 1946 after the responsi- 
bility for conducting this survey was transferred 
thereto.’ This survey involves collection of separate 
data on earnings and hours of work paid for, from 
manufacturing establishments, for male and female 
employees classified as wage-earners and salaried 
employees. Earnings and hours of general office and 
clerical workers are segregated from data for admin- 
istrative, professional, supervisory and other salaried 
employees. The programme outlined for the estab- 
lishment surveys in 1970, however, marks a change 
in respect of annual survey of earnings and hours. 
Instead of manufacturing, the 1970 survey will col- 
lect data from establishments in retail trade. 


Methodology and Coverage 


All manufacturing establishments employing 
20 or more persons in any month of the year are in- 
cluded in the scope of this enquiry. Although the 
total number of establishments covered in this 
annual survey constitutes only one third of the total 
establishments reporting to the Annual Census of 
Manufactures conducted by the Manufacturing and 
Primary Industries Division, it covers approximately 
90 per cent of the total number of employees work- 
ing in the manufacturing industries of Canada. The 
difference in the employment total obtained from 
the annual survey of earnings and hours from that 
obtained as an average of monthly surveys regularly 
amounts to about 1 per cent. 


1The survey was not conducted in the years 1961 
and 1962 but was resumed in 1963. 


Employment, earnings and hours data are based 
on the concept of the establishment and the 1960 
Standard Industrial Classification. According to the 
latter, an ‘‘establishment’’ is defined asthe smallest 
unit which is a separate operating entity capable of 
reporting all elements of basic industrial statistics 
including employment and payroll data. Activity 
reports for branches are segregated and allocated by 
geographical location. 


Concepts and Definitions 


Employees.— The survey covers all full-time, 
part-time and casual wage-earners and salaried 
employees of reporting establishments who are paid 
for rendering current services or are on paid absence 
during the survey week. Casual employees working 
less than the equivalent of one full day in the sur- 
vey week and other employees not receiving pay for 
any time during the reference period are not included. 


The ‘‘employee’’ concept excludes working 
owners and partners of unincorporated businesses 
and proprietors and other members of the board of 
directors of corporations (even if they are actively 
engaged in the operation of the establishment), home- 
workers, pensioners, and persons providing services 
to an establishment on the basis of a contract for 
services, 


Wage-earners are defined as production and 
ancillary workers, including working foremen, route- 
drivers, shipping, delivery and maintenance staffs 
and related employees. 


Salaried employees comprise executive, admini- 
strative, Supervisory and professional personnel and 
travelling salesmen directly responsible to the 
administration as well as general office and clerical 
workers in the office and plant, for whom statistics 
are segregated, 


Hours include full-time,short-time and over-time 
hours worked and any hours of paid absence in the 
week. Establishments are asked to estimate the 
hours as closely as possible for employees whose 
hours of work are not recorded. 


Earnings comprise gross pay for the week, be- 
fore deductions for taxes, unemployment insurance 
contributions, etc. Gross pay includes salaries, 
straight-time wages, piecework and commission 
earings, regularly-paid incentive, cost-of-living and 
other bonuses, overtime earnings and payments to 
persons absent with pay in the survey week. The 
payroll concept does not include supplementary 
labour costs, operational costs or payments unre- 
lated to the survey week. Thus the data do not in- 
clude such items as employer’s contributions to 
unemployment insurance, medical plans, workmen’s 
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compensation, other welfare plans, the value of 
room and board, compensation in kind, travelling 
expenses, retirement gratuities, or bonuses paid 
at irregular or infrequent intervals. 


Durable goods manufacturing industries include 
wood products, furniture and fixtures, primary metal 
industries, metal fabricating industries, machinery 
(except electrical), transportation equipment, elec- 
trical products and non-metallic mineral products. 
All other manufacturing industries are designated 
as non-durable goods. 


Completion of the Questionnaire. — Establish- 
ments differ to some extent in their classification of 
employees as between wage-earners and salaried 
staff but it is felt that this does not significantly 
affect the validity of the data. Somewhat greater 
difficulty is experienced in distinguishing clerical 
and related workers from supervisory and professional 
staff and certain categories of workers are known to 
be reported differently in successive surveys. While 
these factors may cause variations in the averages 
in comparatively small industry and area units, they 
rarely affect the year-to-year comparisons of the 
aggregate data. 


2. The Monthly Surveys of Employment, 
Payrolls and Man-hours 


Statistics obtained in monthly reports from the 
manufacturing establishments reporting to the annual 
survey of earnings and hours of work in manufactur- 
ing included in ‘‘Employment and Average Weekly 
Wages and Salaries’’ and ‘‘Man-hours and Hourly 
Earnings’’, briefly described on the second page of 
this publication. The same general definitions of 
employees, hours, and earnings are used and the 
averages for manufacturing in the October publica- 
tions vary slightly from those obtained in the annual 
survey, as indicated below for October 1969.

Two factors are largely responsible for the 
existing difference between the two series: 


(1) The monthly surveys call for data for the last 
pay period in the month. When this period exceeds 
a week, the calculated weekly equivalents of 
reported payrolls and hours may differ from 
statistics accumulated from individual pay records 
for the annual survey week. The effect on the 
overall averages is slight, but tends to be some- 


what greater in industries or areas where longer 
pay periods are common, particularly if seasonal 
changes are in process. 


(2) The monthly reports on man-hcurs and wages 
relate only to wage-earners for whom records of 
hours are maintained, resulting in exclusion of 
most route-drivers, Some pieceworkers and certain 
others not paidon an hourly basis, in all amount- 
ing to about 3 per cent of the wage-earners. 
Comparability with the annual data is appreciably 
affected only in industries such as food and 
beverages and in areas such as Saskatchewan, 
where records of hours arenot currently available 
for a fairly substantial proportion of wage-earners. 
In addition to the above-mentioned points of dif- 
ference, such factors as the substitution of a 
selected normal week in order to avoid strike 
periods in the annual survey and occasional 
changes in industrial classification or in report- 
ing procedures subsequent to publication of the 
monthly statistics may contribute to some varia- 
tions in the averages computed in the two surveys, 
particularly in small industry and area units. 


3. The Annual Census of Manufactures 


Since 1917 the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has conducted an annual Census of Manufactures. 
Data are collected on a wide range of inputs in- 
cluding employment, payroll and man-hours. These 
are collected together with output data on both 
manufacturing and non-manufacturing activity. 


Since the adoption of the New Establishment 
Concept and the revision to the 1960 Standard In- 
dustrial Classification reporting entities have be- 
come more standardized throughout the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. 


Questions on owner-operator employment and 
withdrawals are included on the census questionnaire 
and these data are segregated from tabulations of 
employment and payrolls, Since 1956, data on man- 
hours have been incorporated in the census for 
productivity measurement purposes. In 1966, es- 
timates of these data relating to executive and 
administrative staffs were collected as a supplement 
to information collected formerly. Man-hours data 
for both administrative staff and production workers 
are collected on a yearly basis. Information relating 
to the number of male and female employees, (but 
not to their payrolls), is reported separately in the 
annual Census of Manufactures reports. Executive, 
administrative and office staff are reported on the 
basis of an annual average Whereas production and 
related employees arereported for the last pay period 
of each month. Gross payrolls for the year are re- 
ported for each class of employee. 


Statistics obtained from the annual Census of 
Manufactures are first published in the Manufactur- 
ing and Primary Industries Division’s 135 individual 
industry reports.

4. The Survey of Wage Rates, Salaries and 
Hours of Labour 


Since 1901, the Department of Labour has col- 
lected annually from many thousands of manufactur- 


ing establishments information on wage rates of time 
workers and straight-time earnings of piece and other 
incentive workers in representative occupations of 
a non-supervisory nature. Results of the survey are 
published in the form of weighted averages and 
predominant ranges of rates for typical occupations 
in numerous industries and index numbers of average 
wage rate in relatively fine industrial detail. In- 
formation on average weekly salaries in typical 
office occupations and on average wage rates in 
maintenance and service occupations is published 
for 52 Canadian communities. Data on standard 
hours of work are also provided for most industries. 


This wage and salary information is contained 
in the annual report entitled, ‘‘Wage Rates, Salaries 
and Hours of Labour’’ which is published as a loose- 
leaf table service for the industries and communities 
covered. These tables are later published as a 
bound volume. The monthly Labour Gazette also 
publishes information on employment, earnings, 
working conditions, terms of settlement in major 
collective agreements and related subjects. 
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
